The formation of a coalition 
ministry, with the three counts named 
end Count Stophan Tisza. the present ^ 
Hungarian premier, at its head, has been j 
considered. 


Many Russians Got Away. 


Reports from t!io Calician front indi- 
cate that thp Austro-fiorman troops arc 
now in complete possession of all parts 
of Przemysl. 
The Russians contended 
stubbornly each advance, biit at length 
v.-ere driven from the eastern and soutli- 
eastem forts, whicli were the last to 
fall. 
It is generally admitted that the 
larger part of the Russian force in Prze- 
mysl was able to eifect a retreat east- 
•ward. by defending the positions toward 
the south. 
This checked the attacking 
army of Cen. Boehm and temporarily 
prevented the complete encircling of the 
city. 


Although the railroad line along which 
the retreat occiirved was imder the fire 
of field guns they wore too far away to 
be effective. 
Apparently the city suf' 
fered little during tlie Russian occupa- 
tion.

crist, aged 21, widely known as a pian- 
ist with the Rev. George T. Sieven.s' 
evangelistic party, and his sister, Mrs. 
George Morrison, aged 
30, 
lost their 
lives in a collision of their automobile 
with eastboimd Pennsylvania fast ex- 
press, No. 2, at the Buffalo street cross- 
ing, near the center of the city, at 8:30 
last evening. 
Mrs. Morrison was killed 
instantly and Secrist died of his in- 
juries an hour after the accident. 


That two more victims were not add- 
ed to the list was due to the fortunfite 
chance that Rev. 
A. 
A. Fletcher, an 
evangelist, and Prof. W. H. Collison, 
pianist for Evangelist W. Edward Bie- 
derwolf, had left the car only a moment 
before, a block from the scene of the 
tragedy, to procure an overcoat that be- 
longed to one of them. 


Secrist, Mrs. Morrison, Fletcher and 
Collins were returning 
from 
Winona 
Lake, where they had taken part in a 
Y. M. C. 
A. 
meeting, 
Secrist having 
played the piano. 
After Fletcher and 
Colliaon left the car Secrist and his sis- 
'ter started for the Morrison home, three 
miles south of Warsaw, and were just 
crossing the Pennsylvania trc-ks when 
the train dashed into them. 
The auto- 
mobile was reduced to splintered wreck- 
age and scattered along the track. Mrs. 
Morrison's body was picked up 150 feet 
from the point of collision. 
Secrist was 
carried the distance of a square and 
when picked, up was found to have one 
leg broken in three places, an arm frac- 
tured and his skull crushed. 


The locomotive took the automobile 
squarely amidships and there was no 
chance for the occupants. 
The train la 
said to have been running at very high 
speed, but railway men assert that it 
was reduced to legal speed of twenty 
miles an hour through this city.

Jackson Boyd, of Green- 
castle, was selected chairman to suc- 
ceed Mr. Toner. 


The 
committee 
was 
in session 
all 
afternoon and the advisability of 
dis- 
solving the progressive 
party in 
the 
state, by a vote of the committee was 
discussed. 
In fact Chairman Toner pro- 
posed a resolution that the party dis- 
band, urging that the progressive move- 
ment could be carried forward in the re- 
publican party. 
The resolution was re- 
jected, however. 


In giving his reason» for resigning 
as chairmaji of the progressive party in 
Indiana, Mr. Toner said, it was not the

Township Trustees Are at a 
Loss to Know How to 
Proceed. 


At a meeting of the trustees of tha 
various to^v-nship3 of the coimty, Sat- 
urday morning, in the assembly room of 
the court house, Ed J. Hoffman, county 
ttttorue.v, 
explaineil in detail the new 
ditch law as passed by the last legisla- 
ture. 
The law" is regarded as exceed- ' 
ingly complicated and the trustees ara 
at loss to know just how to proceed. 


Under the old law the coimty ditches 
were looked after by the county and tha 
other ditchcs by the tcwnship, but ac- 
cording to the new law the township 
trustee is required to look after all the 
ditches with the exception of the dredyca 
ditches. 


The new law 
provides 
that every 
ditch must be cleaned every two years 
and the weeds Jind all obstructions must 
be cleaned once a year. 
Adjoining prop- 
erty owners are privileged to clean tha 
ditches themselves, but for those who 
do not the trustee is required to ad- 
vertise and let the work out to the low- 
est bidder. 


In order to carry out the provision«» 
of tho ndw law requiring everv ditch 
to be cleaned once every two years, it 
will be necessary for the trustees to 
divide the ditches into two groups, one 
group to be cleaned this vear and thr 
other group tho following year.

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Chimneys, 
and Gasoline Are the Big Causes of Fort Wayne's Fires 
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Statistics on file at the fire depart- 
ment headquarters bring out some in- 
teresting figures on the causes of fire 
alarms in Fort Wayne in the past five 
months. From the first of the year till 
June 1 there were 154 fire alarms tap- 
ped in .over the department telephone and 
signal wires, and in over half the cases, 
the blazes were arrested 
before loss 
amounting to $5 had ^ e n done. 


The loss from fire tnis year has not 
been great, as the great majority of the 
alarms were in answer to alarms of fire 
where the damage did not exceed $25, 


although there were one or two blazes 
of some proportions. 


The $10,000 loss at the Indiana Road 
Machine company, the east end silver 
plating works and the east end brass 
fotmdry and the Sherman-White com- 
pany fire were the only ones of 
any 
consequence in these first five months 
of the year. 


The above table represents- the num- 
ber of rims only, as it is impossible 
with the incomplete records to make any 
estimate at the losses. 
Thirty-three of 
the runs, represented by the large fig- 


ure, were made tp fires that originated 
in defective or overheated 
d^imneys. 
Next in number were the spark 
fires, 
caused by sparks from railroad trains, 
stacks and chimBejv. 


Then there ia a big drop, for there 
were only ten gasoline fir^, which com« 
next in order and nine false alarms of 
one kind and another have been answer- 
ed. 
Burning rubbish caused eight fires, 
but although the percentage is rather 
low go far, there will be much of this in 
midsummer. 
Seven fires have the of- 
ficials of the department guessing as to 
origin, and there were eleven due to de- 


fective wiring. 
The same number «1 
grass fires called out the department. 


Stoves caused only four, while tbre« 
apiece were the result 
of 
boys 
and 
matches, 
spontaneous 
combustion^ 
torches, fiumaces and lamps. 
The laaft 
string of five show only one fire each. 
Mice and matches, movie films, incendi- . 
arism, ovens and last but none the less 
interesting, a family battle. 
It occurred 
at the Moore home, south of the-city,

HOMESjnilEIICilES 


Ingenuity of Austrian and 
German Soldiers Makes 
Many Comforts. 


Tarnow, Austrian Galicia, May 10.— 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
—Basket 
work with willow twigs has 
been dignified with a place in the science 
of fortification and the art of "home- 
making in the trenches." 
The Austrian 
and German troops, 
who, 
for 
eleven 
weeks, lay in trenches along the west 
bank of the Dunajee river, facing the 
Russians on the other side, were large- 
ly "landsturm" men from the 
Tyrol, 
Bohemia and Westphalia, and nowhere 


in Europe has the Associated Press cor- 
respondent seen anything to equal or 
even approach in comfort and decorative 
efl'cct the winter homes which these sol- 
diers built along the bank of the river. 


The position which they took did not 
at first view seem very favorable for a 
comfortable trench life, it being along 
a dyke of clay in a low-lying river val- 
ley, but the willows which grew in pro- 
fusion nearby afforded material to more 
than make good all detlciencies. Trenches 
and the dug-out shelters of the men 
were first of all lined with basket work 
to prevent caving in and contact with 
the sticky clay. 
Then the men seemed 
to have vied with each other in making 
new comforts from the slender osiers. 
Nearly every shelter hut had chairs and 
tables of basket work. 
Many of them 
had chimneys of willow encased in clay. 
Summer houses of various shapes and 
designs were built back of 
the lines 
later, the most common type being made 
of four long boughs bent together in a 
sort of tepee, with a roof of basket work 
woven in. On the top of the dyke were 


the loop holes from which the defend- 
ers fired at the Russians 
on the other 
bank. 
Each man had 
excavated for 
himself a niche, man-high, roofed and 
lined with osiers, from which he could 
attend to the principal task of a soldier 
in full comfort and security. 


Sod was cut and brought from a dis- 
tance and the outside of the houses and 
the slope of the dyke were carefully 
sodded with the loving care of a good 
lawn artist. 
With the coming of spring 
gardens had everywhere been laid out, 
each shelter hut having at least one, 
with a decorative border of stone or sod 
before the door. 


When 
the correspondent visited the 
scene the basket-ware homes were em- 
pty. 
Polish peasants were tiu-ning over 
the straw in the beds, searching 
for 
money or trinkets, which might have 
been lost, or v/ere carrying away 
the 
doors, windows and furniture, while the 
soldiers who had built them were miles 
to the eastward in close pursuit of the 
retreating Russians.

The Fort Wayne Sentinel 
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Chairman Toner's 
Retirement 


The resignation of Chairman Toner and Secretary HajTies, of the 
progressive state committee in Indiana, coupled with announcement 
of their return to republican ranks, is a body blow to the third party 
in this state. That much will be admitted, even by those members 
of the progressive party who have been clinging to the ship through 
a deal of stormy weather which began to brew before the last cam- 
paign in this state was well under way. 


In solemn conclave the state committee held a meeting at In- 
dianapolis Fi'iday to discuss the future of the progressive organiza- 
tion in Indiana. It was not a haraionious gathering. Mr. Toner was 
willing to admit that he saw the handwriting upon the wall. Other 
members of the committee professed to believe that there is yet an 
opportunity for political militancy as an individual organization that 
aifords some prospect for success in Indiana. The result was inevit- 
able. Mr. Toner got out as gracefully as possible, at the same time 
taking occasion to say that he had surrendered none of his progres- 
sive principles and eulogizing the progressive organization for its 
courage and its accomplishments. 


Reflecting that in the last election the progressives in Indiana 
Buffered a loss of some 60,000 votes from their tremendous showing 
of two years before, and that there has been since that time a palp- 
able further shrinkage in their party ranks, Chairman Toner's action 
is not surprising. The place on the burning deck is not an inviting 
one, and feAv enjoy standing sponser for a lost cause. 
The third 
party movement may again rank as an important factor in Indiana 
politics, but the chances are very much against it. Mr. Toner has 
^merely gotten out while the getting is still reasonably good. 


The series of meetings now being held in various parts of the 
city to present for signature the petitions for flood prevention work 
and to make clear every detail of the law's provisions in taking up 
the work must demonstrate whether or no Fort Wayne really wants 
Hood prevention. Were people deely in earnest in demanding action 
to estop a possible recurrence of the 1913 inundation, or was it mere 
]y a passing spasm of enthusiasm that has been entirely disspiated 
hy the lapse of time and the prospect that the work will cost consid- 
erable money? These arc questions that will admit of no other an- 
swer save that supplied by the unanimity with which the petitions 
are signed or the lack of interest which will mean that they must 
fail. It is up to the people, and the authorities are now offering an 
opportunity for andjarging a decision in the matter. 


"With a lot of spare time on its hands, the grand jury down at 
(Columbus, this state, has been amusing itself and relieving its feel- 
ings by returning make-believe indictments against the weather man, 
and as a result of his recent performances, he has been solemnly 
charged in Bartholomew county with all the crimes on the calendar 
and some others that have not yet been listed in legal jurisprudence. 
It is fortunate for the weather man, too, that the grand jury was 
merely jojdng. Almost any jury selected from the ranks of Amer- 
ican citizenship would promptly convict him if it had a chance at 
him in its present frame of mind. 


Having had excellent results from using the labor of county 
3ail prisoners in spring road repairs over the county, authorities at 
Kichmond will now utilize the labor of that gentry in keeping weeds 
along the county highways mowed during the summer season. It is 
evident that they have at Richmond cither a great deal better sys- 
tem of getting work out of the prisoners or a less rebellious variety 
of jail inmates than appears to have yet been found in Fort Wayne, 
where attempt at working the jail prisoners has been little better 
than an extremely laughable farce. 


m W A H A « WAnOWAL GUARD. 


Bonds and mortgages of institutions, the property of which is 
not subject to taxation now, are taxable when held by other parties, 
according to a decision of Richard M. Milbum, attorney general. Due 
to this ruling, it is believed thousands of dollars will be placed on 
the tax duplicates in various counties as many people have consider- 
ed the mortgages they held on charitable, public and religious insti- 
tutions not subject to taxation. The law prescribes that such institu- 
tions shall not be compelled to pay taxation on their property. 


A controversy over 95 cents, involving the Indianapolis park 
board, a big commercial concern and a railroad, has already cost 
some $50, has been appealed to the interstate commerce commission 
and iiiiay be followed by a suit by the railroad to collect the amount. 
Any time you're looking for a fight over principle in this country, 
it is no trouble to get it, regardless of expense. 


Explaining its recent order for the disbandment of a number of 
companies of the Indiana national guard, Washington point» to a 
lack of interest, absenteeism from drills and a waning military, spirit 
in the state militia companies. Otherwise and with these exceptions, 
there is no evidence offered to show tliat the guard organizations arq 
liot all right. 


Judge Anderson has called a special session of the United States 
][p*aiid jury at Indianapolis next Thursday. If there are any more 
«léctiòn crooks in Indiana who as yet remain unscotched, we sus- 
pect thèy are inclined to regard the court's move as a very bad 


(Indianapolis News.) 
- The irar department, aotinff under a 
federal statute, has withdrawn federal 
aid from ten companies of the Indiana 
national guard. 
This action is based 
solely on the ground that the companies 
in question are inefficient. 
Others, it 
is said, are not much better, though they 
are to continue to receive aid in the hope 
that they Avill 
improve. 
Twenty-six 
companies are rated as poor or bad, and 
only five are rated as proficient. The de- 
terioration appears to have set in two 
years ago—at least Its 
results 
were 
shown in the inspection of 1913. 
The 
inspection of last year revealed further 
deterioration. 
And now we have this 
action of the war department. 
Unless 
there is improvement 
there will, 
of 
course, be further withdrawal of federal 
aid. 


One of the -most disheartening features 
of .the report is the showing as to the 
inefficiency of the officers. We quote: 


"The large proportion of commissioned 
offi-cers, including many fieM grades, Avho 
do not participate in officers' schools, in- 
dicates that the fault for this condition 
lies largely with the commissioned per- 
sonnel." 


It is said further that "inadequate 
armories in most of the organizations 
are also adverse to efficiency." There is 
also a widespread belief that there has 
of late been too much politics—when 
there ought to be none—in the manage- 
ment of the guard. 
Whatever the ex- 
planation, the showing is certainly most 
discreditable. 
The question is one of 
national importance. 
For the 
federal 
government votes money to the national 
guard on the theory that it would be 
immediately useful and valuable in time 
of war. Now we are told that ten com- 
panies of Indiana's guard are "ineffi- 
cient for federal purposes," and are not 
regarded as in any sense "federal as- 
sets." 
To that extent, therefore, the 
national defense is weakened. 
Prompt 
and vigorous steps should be taken to 
remedy this very distressing condition.

He is wholly without scruples, 
entirely without any sense of the shame 
he creates, the pain and crime he brings 
into the world. 


The illicit trade in narcotics is now 
as lucrative as it is shameless. It par- 
ticularly appeals to the degraded knaves 
who lack the courage to engage in house- 
breaking or sticking up drunkards and 
strangers, but who are well supplied 
with cunning. 


The police should make a spedal ef- 
fort to round up these peddlers and no 
mercy should be shown them 
in the 
courts. 
Fines do not stop the traffic. 
These are easily made up out of tho drug 
victims, who are ready to sacrifice even 
their clothes if that brings ease to the 
terrible craving. Imprisonment alone de- 
ters the peddler, and the longer it is 
made the sooner the drug curse in this 
country becomes a thing of the past. 


MR. WHICKER'S IDEA OF IT. 


Editor Sentinel. 


Dear Sir:—As an answer to your edi- 
torial of June 2, "What Is 
permit 
me to refer you to the following lines 
in the Declaration of American Inde- 
l)Endence which no 
American 
citizen 
should over forget: 


"We hold these truths to be self-evi- 
dent, that all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their creator 
with certain imalienable rights; 
that 
among those are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness; that 
to sccure 
these rights, governments are instituted 
among men 
" 


These, ^fr. Editor, are the fundamental 
principles upon which this great repub- 
lic was founded in 1776, and upon which 
it rests today. 
To secure these rights 
for its citizens, is the principal, and in 
fact, the real object 
of 
government. 
Therefore, if, to secure these rights for 
its citizens, it is necessary for this gov- 
ernment to go to war, it is its duty to 
do so; if, for sentimental, or other rea- 
sons it does not, and does not protect 
the lives and liberty of its citizens then 
such a government is a failure, and 
should be abolished. 


Your "street fight" comparison, in your 
editorial, is not a comparison at all, for 
in the one, it is simply a matter 
bf 
pride" while in the other it is a mat- 
ter of human life. 


But taking your street fight as a com- 
parison, and suppose your citizen who 
was insulted, rather than run, would 
fight, and was killed, what would you 
think of a city government that would 
through fear, or sentimental reasons, re- 
fuse to arrest the man who killed him? 
or, suppose an innocent citizen was kill- 
ed by either of them, in their 
fight; 
what would you think of a city govern- 
ment that would refuse to make an ar- 
rest?

Next morning the 
proprietor of thé 
jewelry 
store

remembered

Baptist Young People's Union of First Baptist 


Ghureh Soon to Celebrate Its 44th Anniversaiy.

With an established record 
of 
two 
score and four years behind it, tlie Bap- 
tist Young People's union of the First 
Baptist church will on Friday, June 25, 
celebrate the forty-fourth 
anniversary 
of its fouuding. At its beginning it was 
not • called the Baptist Young People's 
union, but only an organization of the 
young people of the churcii which began 
with but a struggling handful and which 
organized for the purpose 
of 
holding 
prayer service each Sunday evening be- 
fore the regular evening services. 


No records were kept, but this infor- 
mation that tbe society was founded in 
1871, early in the pastorate of Dr. Stone 
and the purpose of its founding is fur- 
nished by George S. Miller, then a mem- 
ber of the church and a t the present 
time clerk of the First Baptist chui-ch. 


This first organization kept on hold- 
ing the .Sunday evening meetings, but 
in 1877 still under the pastorate of Dr. 
Stone a more aggressive movement was 
launched. 
Besides holding the regular 
meeting before Sunday evening 
services, 
another meeting was held on a week 
night, which was devoted more to edu- 
cational and social lines, 
P. A. Ran- 
dall was the chairman of the week-night 
meetings, but no record can be found 
a."; to who the ofTicers of the organiza- 
tion were. 


The society continued in active work 
until 1882 when IMr. ^Miller, the inform- 
ant, moved from the city and he does 
not recall what happened in the 
next 
seven years. 
He returned in 1889 
at 
Avhich time he states that there was no 
distinctive young people's society. Soon 
after, however, the young people of the 
congregation agitated a movement for 
a society and soon one was organized 
with George U. Darker as president and 
was afiiliated witli the Christian 
En- 
deavor societies of the city. 
The new

society called itself the Baptist Yoimg 
People's 
Christian 
Endeavor 
society. 
Shortly after the organization of the 
Baptist Young People's 
union of 
the 
Baptist churches of the country on July 
7, 1891, this organization of young peo- 
ple adopted the name, "Baptist Young 
People's Union of Christian Endeavor of 
the First Baptist Church." 


A called meeting of the organization 
was held at the church on the evening 
of January 21, 1898, at which time it 
was decided to reorganize and 
to 
be 
known as the Baptist Young People's 
union. 
The committee on reorganifa- 
tion was composed of Rev. J. N. Field, 
Miss Anna Philley, Miss Harvey, Her- 
schel Mauk, Ed. Ritcha, Elmer Lichten- 
waltcr, Irma Medsker, Joseph R. Lowry. 


The following week, on January 28, 
tlie B. Y. P. TJ. met and besides adopt- 
ing a ne\y constitutioiv elected the fol- 
lowing officers: President, Charles Hood; 
first 
vice president, Joseph R. Lowry; 
second vice president, Stella 
Harvey; 
treasi:rer, Edward J. Ritcha; recording 
secretary, Herschel Mauk; corresponding 
secretary, Irma Medsker; pianist, Pearl 
Kime; chorister, Anna Philley; assistant 
chorister. Elmer Lichtenwalter; librari- 
an, Marquis B. Singleton; usThers, Fred 
Jenne and Ben Hawk.

Why Workers in British In- 
dustry Are Demanding 
War Bonuses. 


London, May 20.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—The reason why 
the workers who remain at their places 
in British industries are asking for war 
bonuses is explained by Secretary Rob- 
ert Williams, of the National Transport 
Workers' federation, who 
says 
that 
while the real need of the workers is 
to meet the increased cost of living, the 
employers 
are 
reaping 
exceptionally 
largo profits, instead of suffering from 


the war. 
Although 12,000 members of 
the seamen's union have gone to 
the 
war, the merchant ship owners are oper- 
ating to such 
advantage 
that 
they 
charge six times the normal sums for 
carrying freight. 
\\Tiile 750,000 
trade 
unionists altogether are bearing arms in 
Britain's defense, the millers have in- 
creased their profits four-fold. 


In his case against the ship owners, 
Williams points out that they now have 
no serious competitors in the carrying 
trade of the world, and that as a result 
of the elimination of German ships, the 
freight rates between 
Argentine 
and 
British ports had jumped from $2 and 
a fraction a ton to aroimd $17. Another 
instance of profit to ship owpers was 
that a certain cargo steamer built in 
1910 at a cost of $85,000 'was recently 
sold for $150,000, an increase of 70 per 
cent, over the original price. 


While the ship owners complain of 
unfair treatment 
by 
the 
admiralty, 
whicl» has taken over many merchant 
ships as 
transports, 
the 
arbitration 
board which has settled disputes in these 
mfttters consists almost entirely of ship 
owners. At the time the board was ap- 
pointed shipping prospects looked 
ex- 
ceedingly dull and the owners clamored 
for government sernrice. 
A rental 
of 


nine shillings six pence per ton 
gross 
register was decided upon, Avith a,dis- 
count of six pence a ton for vessels em- 
ployed for more than one month, and 
another six pence off for vessels employ- 
ed more than two months. 
Since tlien 
the ship owners have demanded not only 
the shilling reduction l>e removed, but 
that tliey be given an increase of two 
shillings six [)euce over 
tlie 
contract 
scale—or 
instead 
of losing

they 
have asked for an increase of .fiO.

The board of county

Main street has been known for a jiert- 
eration or. more, failed to appear for 
hearing on his application for renewal oi 
his retailer's permit the license became 
extinct and the place is out of business. 
No license would have been granted had 
the applicant appeared. 
Fleckenstein"! 
place was raided by the police one Sun 
day afternoon a few weeks ago and in 
the city court on a charge of violating 
the liquor laws the proprietor was fined 
$50 and costs and given thirty days in 
jail. The case has been appealed to the 
circuit court. Fleckenstein, his bartend- 
er and six other men were found in the 
saloon, after the police had broken in 
tlie door with a crowbar, and all were 
taken to headquarters. 
I t is said that 
law-abiding saloonkeepers, who believe 
the salvation' of their business rests up 
on a strict compliance with legal regula 
tions, were largely responsible for the 
complaints that led to the raid. 
At all 
events, the place is out of business. The 
"White Elephant" saloon is said to have 
gained its name from the fact that it, 
during a course of a good many years, 
proved a disastrous financial enterprise 
for several different owners.

AIR RAIDS AND SUBMARINES. 


New German Attacks from Above and 
Below Claim London's Attention. 


London, 
June 
5.—Another 
German 
air raid on the coast.s of England last 
night coupled with the usual week-end 
flftivity 
of German submarines are the 
war developments of the past 
twelve 
honrs which are today holding public at- 
tention. 
Discussion 
of 
the 
fall 
of 
Przemyal has been laid aside for mat- 
ters nearer home. 
Little is known as 
yet of the extent of the aerial attack 
but it does not seem to have done much 
damajïe or been costly in lives. 


German submarines have been 
very 
bu.=y during the past few days in the 
North sea and in the Bristol chann'jl. 
Ten vessels have been attacked in the 
la.-ît three days without loss of life ex- 
cept in the case of the trawler Victoria, 
four members of the crew of this boat 
and a boy passenger having fallen vic- 
tims to shells fired by the 
attacking 
submarines. 
The biggest capture of the 
Germans was the 5,000 ton Liverpool 
steamer Inkum. 
Another important vic- 
tim was the Cairn liner Zona, erroneous- 
ly reported at first as the Wilson line 
.=;tea.mer of the same name. 
The other 
ships sent to the bottom by the Ger- 
mans 
include 
in addition 
to 
several 
trawlers four neutral ships ; two Danish, 
one Norwegian and one Swedish. 


The 
Axistro-German 
forces 
have 
pushed their salient as far as Tukhla, 
which is some distance 
northeast 
of 
Przemysl. 
Notwithstanding the evacu- 
ation of this fortress, the Russians have 
maintained an unbroken lighting front 
on both sides of the railroad to Tx;m- 
berg. 
Thus far the Austrians and Ger- 
mans apparently have made little pro- 
gress since the taking of Przemysl, al- 
though an Austrian official report states 
that the Russians have been driven east, 
to the vicinitj' of Medyka. 


British and French reports indicate 
hard fighting on the western front, with- 
out much progress for either side. 
The 
Belgian frontier has again been closed 
to traffic. 
Thi.s tends to confirm re- 
ports that the 
Germans 
are 
moving 
heavy reinforcements to their positions 
along the Yser canal.

There were 
no btirns on his hands or his head to in- 
dicate the point of contact with the 
deadly current.

on the head as he fell and from this 
there was a light hemorrhage. 


Later the body was rem.?ved from the 
roof of the

building 
to the 
Schone & Ankenbruck morgue, and the 
police went out to notify the victim's 
wife of the tragedy. 


Contractor Gumpper stated, when he 
came up where the body lay, that he had 
impressively warned Kurtick to be care- 
ful as he worked about the tangle of 
wires that passed the west side of the 
chimney. 


Pronounced Conditions Bad. 


Mayor W. J. Hosey, who went on the 
roof of the building before the body was 
removed, pronounced the conditions bad. 
He said the lead wires carried 4,400 
volts and were poorly insulated, besides 
being too near the roof and badly sup- 
ported.

found in close proximity to the light 
wires. 


Post-Mortem Is Held. 


At the Schone & Ankenbruck morgue 
Coroner E. H. Kruse held a post-mortem 
on the body of Kurtick, Saturday after- 
noon. A wound on the left arm, about 
the size of a silver dollar, was found to 
be a burn and clearly indicated the 
point of contact with the live wire. The 
wound was dissected to the bone and the 
burned tissue was found all the way. A 
superficial wound on the head was due 
t<» the man's striking on a spike in a 
piece of timber that lay on the roof 
where he fell. 
The wound would not 
have proved serious, according to the 
coroner. The heart was found to be in 
a normal condition. 
Coroner Kruse's 
finding will be death by electrocution.

King of Norway Gives Views on 


What Neutral Nations Should Do 


Mary Boyle O'Reilly is 
Given First Interview by 
Haakon II Since Begin- 
ning of War. 


(While in Christiania, 
Mary 
Boyle 
O'Reilly, the correspondent, was present- 
ed to the king of Norway by his excel- 
lency, Albert G. Schmedman, 
United 
States minister to Norway.—Editor.) 


(By Mary Boyle O'Reilly.) 


Christiania, Norway, May 16.—It is 
ten years since Norway broke the iinion 
witli Sweden and invited young Charles 
of Denmark to occupy tlie Norwegian 
throne. 


Democratic and businesslike, the Dan- 
ish prince entered into negotiatifms with 
his potential subjects. 


He told them that being a constitu- 
tional king was no job for a healthy, 
ambitious young man. In his breezy 
way he told them he thought they ought 
to assure him of a pension in case they 
failed to agree, adding that he would 
turn^ the job over to liis son when the 
latter was thirty years old. 


The sailor prince of a sea-going peo- 
ple came to Christiania witli a 
fixed 
purpose. 
He would make himself the 
far-sighted and elTicient managing direc- 
tor of Norway-on-the-Sea, the greatest 
maritime organization upon the earth. 


His majesty, Haakon, Second, gi-anted 
me an audience im his study at the royal 
palace, the American minister, his ex- 
cellency, Albert G. Schmedman, present- 
ing me and remaining during the two 
hours' talk. 


The great room is simple and business- 
like. The only note of luxury, a semi- 
circle of silver framed photographs of 
half the crowned heads of Europe. Aliove 
all stood a bronze bust of Edward VIT 
of England, father of 
the Norwegian 
queen. 


Tn front of the big fireplace stood a 
great revolving globe and nearby the 
king's big armchair and the little chair 
of the boy who must some day be king. 


His majesty smiled and explained that 
Olaf, his son, prefers to study geogra- 
phy with his father instead of with tu- 
tors, because both father and boy are 
sailors at heart. 


Then the king proceeded to talk to 
me. 
Young, slender and very tall, he 
sat before his desk table as matter-of- 
fact and forceful as a successful Ameri- 
can business man. He spoke to me in 
fluent English, smiling occasionally and 
lapsing into American slang. 


He told me that he thought the Uni- 
ted States or any other country ought 
to bill contraband of war honestly, to 
Petrograd or any other place. That then 
it would be up to the enemy to protest 
or stop the transportation of the goods. 
But for the United States or any other 
coimtry to bill goods to Bergen, Norway, 
from Bergen to the frontier and then 
from the frontier to points in coimtries 
at war, he thought was not true neu- 
trality. 


As the king talked I was busy think- 
ing of his majesty's frank expressions 
regarding hyphenated Americans. 
His 
admonition on the duties of naturalized 
Americans made last July at the open- 
ing of the Christiania exposition: 


"As Norwegians who have taken the 
oath of American citizenship you are 
bound by a double tie," he told thou-

sands of Norwegian-Aiiiericiins. 
''lour 
love is true to your old home as your 
loyalty must be' to the United States 
of America," 


We spoke of the iise of neutral flags 
at sea and his majesty said that he con- 
sidered true neutrality is in the inter- 
est of humanity. 
He said that if the 
use of a neutral flag would force the 
Germans to examine a ship before tor- 
pedoing it and by so doing warn the 
passengers and sailors aboard, then he 
advocated their use—but prudently. 


Then we talked of Europe after the 
war and of socialism for even Norway, 
homeland of democracy, has its socialists. 
The citizen king told how recently he 
unexpectedly encountered five socialist 
members of the Norsk parliament. With 
his usual directness he sought their ac- 
quaintance, although they had refused 
invitations to visit at his house. 


The king was busy telling them that 
if he were a workman he would be a 
socialist, when an official photographer 
focussed the group and the apprehensive 
socialists fled. Not one of them would 
stand and have his picture taken with 
the king! 


War had hardly been declared when 
the managing director of Norway-on-the- 
Sea conferred with his state council and 
told them that for fear food supplies 
would soon run short, war bread should 
be made the fashion. But the council 
outvoted him. 


However, having spoken his mind, the 


king promptly assumed charge of the 
poor of Christiania and he went on to 
tell me how eager everyone was »for pub- 
lic service. How quickly a charity fund 
was raised and how exponents of vari- 
ous schemes for relief urged the para- 
mount importance 
of their 
divergent 
plans. \Vlien the inevitable deadlock en- 
sued he told how he had been 
called 
upon to arbitrate—and he went at it 
like an American man of affairs and re- 
lieved the situation. 


Too much interested to remember that 
I spoke with a crowned bed, I spoke of 
my visit to Russia and the threatened 
Russian revolution. 


His majesty said he was not sure that 
the Russian revolution was certain. But 
he said he had talked with the czar re- 
garding the best way to prevent the 
outbreak. 
Had told him to give the 
Poles autonomy, let the Little Russians, 
Georgians and Armenians enjoy 
home 
rule and nationality undisturbed. Re- 
store peace to the Caucaous by recogniz- 
ing their rights and cease trying to Rus- 
sianize Finland. 
That alone, the king 
told his Russian cousin, and there would 
be no desire for revolution. 


Having finished speaking, the 
king 
leaned back and smiled at me—a boyish, 
deprecating smile. 


He seemed quite imconscious of having 
spoken one of the greatest 
political 
truths of our time. 
And the political 
wisdom of that opinion marks Haakon 
Second as a ruler of the new order.

May Think It Is-The Injustice Of 
the Dropped Foul Rule

It sails 
far and high to the outfield and the 
home team's fleetest gardener speeds 
for it. 
Man and ball appear to bs 
outdoing each other in a race for a 
certain spot 
The player makes a 
lunge forward, reaches up his gloved 
hand, grabs the sphere. 
Then it 
does a neat little twisting act, and 
falls to the greensward while üie 
runner rounds 
second 
and slides 
eventually into third, safe by inclics. 


It's a hit' 
But as the ball wriggles free, .imid 
the cheers and groans, you hear lit- 
tle knots of men all over the stands 
in animated argument. 


"Well, there's another triple for 
Jimkins," gloats 
Jones to his next 
door neighbor. 


"Triple? 
S"ay whacher kidding 
yourself with? 
That butter-pawed 
joke out there in left oughta had it 
easy. Anyway he got his fingers on 
it and they have to give him an er- 
ror, "Smith answers, feeling safe in 
the surety 
of his latest 
remark, 
gleaned just the day before from an 
equally wise old owl in the drug 
store fanning bee.

If this sceno is not enacted every 
day in every ball park in the coun- 
try then the writer knows nothing 
about fans and their ways. 
In fact 
in the last ten games I have attend- 
ed I have heard this argument and 
the resultant v/agor, either in this 
exact 
form 
or 
a modified 
one, 
brought up at every game. 


Or here's another case: 
The batter drives a ground hit in 
the direction of the shortstop. The 
ball goes speeding between the in- 
fielder's legs and everybody on the 
sacks starts to rush for the plate. 


Mr. Fan in the stands .sets up a 
terrible yell and recites the history 
of that short stop, his antecedents 
and his present incapabilities. 


The next 
day Mr. Fan looks in 
vain in the official score for an er- 
ror against the offending in fielder 
and when he sees none he froths at 
the mouth, addressing unkind lan- 
guage in the direction of the official 
Bcorer. 


But it was a hit. 
And, peculiarly, it was a hit for 
the opposite of the reason expressed 
by Mr. Betting Bug in scene one— 
the player did not get his hands on 
the ball. He should have fielded it, 
that is true, but he never touched it 
so he cannot be charged with ar er- 
ror. 


Now I'm not 
implying that Mr. 
Average Fan does 
not know his 
baseball. Far from it. While I was 
considering 
writing 
this story 
I 
outlined 
these two examples to a 
friend—a dyed-in-the-wool 
fanatic 
who 
has 
followed 
the game for 
years. 


"Say," he chirruped, "that's pret- 
ty raw. 
Take that 
first 
example, 
for instance. 
Don't you think I'd 
know whether that was a hit or an 
error?"

I assured him that I thought, giv- 
en the concrete example, 
that he 
would. 
I also told 
him 
that the 
scene described was taken from a 
very recent

then I suggested that he keep score 
for the next ten days, check up with 
the official and see how near right 
Jie was. He did. At the end of the 
len days he had agreed v/ith the of- 
Bcial scorer in only one game.

the time he

three to seven 
hits 
or errors per 
game. 


And I don't mean that the official 
orer is infallible, either. It is all 
rgely A matter of judgment. What 
«cat gottlng at is that tbe average

to conclusions on hits 
and errors and is not at home on 
some situation or some of those par- 
ticular 
rules—or 
lack of them— 
which are peculiarly unjust. 


Some years ago the writer was 
official scorer for an independent 
club iu a small city. The townsfolk 
had hung up a silver bat, for tho 
best hitter and a silver ball for the 
best fielder on the team. You know 
how those small town rivalries are. 
There's nothing in the leagues that 
equals i t 
' 


It was the last game of the season. 
An outfielder was tied with another 
player for the fielding honors when 
the 
ninth 
innning 
came around. 
There was a man on third and no- 
body down. The batter drove a long 
fly to the outfield and the player in 
question made a perfect throw to 
the plate. The catcher dropped the 
ball. 


Naturally the catcher got an er- 
ror, but when the official score came 
out giving the outfielder the assist 
that wen the troohv for him thArn 


was more discussion in that town 
than over the last election results. 


That, of course, 
is a commonly 
known scoring rule, but it took a 
long time for the fans to digest It. 


In a certain American league city, 
there are two sporting editors, both 
of them life-long friends. 
One of 
them usually is official scorer one 
year and the other handles the pen- 
cil the next. Some five or six years 
ago when Ty Cobb was winning his 
e a r l y fame under the big tent, one 
oi these men took a «reat fancy to 


the "Georgia Peach." 
It was said 
that he'd give Cobb a hit on a base 
on balls if he could. The other had 
nothing against Cobb, but he always 
liked to take the opposite in every 
argument started by his chum. 
SCOJiING THE 
DOUBLE STEAL. 


A double steal came up one day. 
The 
play 
was 
made on the man 
leading the steal while Cobb went 
to second without any trouble. The 
admirer 
of 
the 
Georgia 
Peach 
promptly scored a double steal, gir-

ing each man a stolen base. 
Right 
there 
a terrible 
"holler" went up 
from the scorer's crouj\ He argued 
that as no play was made on Cobb, 
the Georgian was in no danger of 
being put out and took no chance 
in making the base. 
Therefore, he 
said, only the runner on whom the 
play was 
made was 
entitled to a 
stolon base. One of those two men 
is 
dead, but 
until the day of his 
dealli ho argued that point every 
afternoon in the press box and it 
never was settled. 
There now is a 
scoring rule that both men should 
a stolon base on a double steal, 
but some of the best scorers in tho 
business still refuse to give a stolen 
DasG except to the man on whom the 
play was made. 


Personally, the writer agrees with 
the latter view, because eight times 
out of ten the man on whom no play 
is made knows that there will be 
none 
and 
is perfectly safe in at- 
tempting to steal. 


The scorer's life is not a merry 
one. 
As the public sees it, he has 
nothing to do but mark most obvi- 
ous hits and errors and he does not 
have to be so careful about it. That's 
true for Mr. Fan, but when you re- 
member 
that the 
scorer 
is not 
merely keeping the score of a ball 
game, but is chalkiug up day by day 
the 
record 
of a 
player on which, 
oftentimes, that 
player's 
financial 
value is based, the business takes on 
a different aspect. 


The scoring instructions will tell 
you that when in doubt give the bat- 
ter the benefit and score it a hit 
Sounds simple enough, 
doesn't it? 


But 
let's 
take a player like Ty 
Cobb, for instance. 
Cobb is one of 
the fastest men in the business get- 
ting down to first. Tyrus lays down 
a bunt. 
The third 
baseman, say, 
heaves 
wildly 
to first. On 
Chief 
Myers, Cravath, Stanage, Sam Craw- 
ford. or others of the slow men on 
the paths, 
the scorer 
would not 
have to give it a second thought. It 
would be a plain error and that 
would be the end of it. But in the 
case of a man like Cobb, or Milan, 
or Bert Shotton, the question would 
enter, "Could 
he 
have 
beaten it 
out?" 
If you think he could, you'd 
score it a hit 
and 
Mr. Fan in the 
morning v/ould wonder whv you did 
it. 


COXSIDEllIXG THE 
PLAlEirS STYLE. 


Some infielders are hard workers. 
They go after everything in sight. 
Maranville of the Braves and Lavan ^ 
of the Browns are good examples of 
this type. The average scorer, with 
this in mind, will be less likely to 
give these men an error on a ques- 
tionably difficult chance 
than he 
would some other players who are 
afrí^{d of their averages and refuse 
to go after a ball if they think the/e 
is a chance of their hobbling it. 


It's a shame 
you 
can't 
score 
"bones." 
Merkle, for instance in 
that famous failure to touch second, 
ought to have had six errors against 
Ills name, but there was no way in 
the world to give them to him. 


"Bones," too, raise questions in 
ths minds of the fans. 
Not lonf 


ago, with a man on first arrt* second, 
the hit and run was on in a certain 
National 
league 
game. 
The, ball 
went to the 
second 
baseman. 
He 
had an easy play at first, but the 
runner on his way to third was al- 
most on the bag 
when the fielder 
fielded the ball. 
The second base- 
, man heaved the ball over to third 
and 
there was 
nothing to do but 
give the batter a hit when all hands 
were safe. It was not a legitimate 
hit. If anything, it should have been 
a fielder's choice. But the ball was 
fielded cleanly, everybody was safe 
and because of the infielder^ "bone" 
on trying to get the farthest runner 
when he had no chance to do so, the 
batter crawled up a point in his av- 
erage. 


One of the most unjust rules—a 
rule which 
went into effect a few 
years ago is the giving of an error 
to a player muffing a foul ball even 
though 
nobody 
advances and the 
batter goes out immediately after- 
wards. The old rule used to be that 
if a man advanced after the ball was 
muffed 
or 
if the batter "got on" 
afterwards, 
an 
error 
should 
b® 
charged. 
The only argiunent In fa- 
vor of the present rule is that the 
muff increases the work of the pitch- 
er and a chance to retire a batter 
has been foozled.

rookie who looks like he was going 
to make good falls down after one 
or two games in that garden.

grandstand and that if it is a line 
drive you don't know anything about 
it until it is right on top of you. Men 
who play this field well have to have 
a sort of sixth sense and get the di- 
rection of the ball from the sound 
of the bat crack. 


To give a man an error for miss- 
ing a ball lost in the sun would 
be the rankest 
injustice. 
The re- 
markable thing is that so many are 
caught. 
Try it 
yourself once and 
see if I'm not right.

of. principles. 
OUTGBOWTH OF 
ORGANIZATIOJi. 


The Woman's Peace Party is the 
outgrowth 
of many 
organizations 
that interested 
themselves In this 
work but failed to accomplish any- 
thing. The leaders of this new par- 
ty point to the fact that some of the 
men who were Interested In peace 
movements were themsetves Inter- 
ested In the manufacture and sale 
of arms. 


Miss Jane Thomson, one of the 
five women who called on Presi- 
dent Wilson to elicit his aid In re- 
storing peace," said of the organlsar 
tlon of the Woman's Peace Party: 
"It has been the result of every In- 
creasing activity on the part 
of 
women along every 
line and the 
feeling has gradually grown that 
women suffer and bear the burdens 
of war as much or more than men.

"Thus the Woman's Peace Party 
has become a real thing. The wom- 
en active in this work are almost 
all those who have taken part In 
suffrage work. Naturally they would 
be the ones who would see the "big- 
ger and broader relationship of life," 
Miss Thomson continued. 
She de- 
nied however very emphatically that 
the Woman's Peace Party was but 
a guiso of the suffrage 
party 
in 
which an attempt was to be made 
to get the ballot through another 
method. 


"Jane Addams," Miss 
Thomson 
continued, "and those other wom6n 
who crossed the ocean to meet the 
women of the neutral and bellig- 
erent nations have now and always 
have had one thought—to make the 
world a better and happier place in 
which mankind may live better and 
happier lives, and no sordid ideas 
of personal gain is in their minds.

There is now

"The work of tlie Woman's Peace 
Party has brought home to people 
the realization that Avomen are fac- 
tors in government and that their 
interests cannot be said to begin or 
to end In any one definite spot. 
It 
can be said that this organization 
is the practical outgrowth of senti- 
ment and feeling on the part of the 
women of the United States who are 
interested in the welfare of humani- 
ty." 


That this new organization will M 
successful in the end in restorinf 
peace in Europe is not doubted by 
its leaders. 


They feel that if the 
monarchs 
themselves have not tired 
of

fight the men in the trenches have 
and that when they make a demand 
for peace their leaders must obey 
them. 


The women believe, however, that 
all tlie nations Involved will be glad 
to accept peace if the matter can be 
settled without 
dishonor to

or their countries. 


The leaders of the Woman's Peace 
Party hope to so interest 
neutral 
nations, especially the United States, 
that terms may be presented to all 
that will be satisfactory and in this 
manner the war will end.

War Has Doomed Alcohol. 


An article published by the Philadel- 
phia North American and 
signed 
by 
lyofeœoT Gi^lielmo Ferrerò, the great 
Italian historian, is a remarkable con- 
tribution to advanced thought on the 
liquor problem. 
It is Professor Ferro- 
ro's opinion that the revolt against al- 
cohol is "the most important upheaval" 
of the war. He believes that prohibition 
ia now shown to bo "the remedy BO long 
sought for vainly," in fact, "the only 
way." 


One of the most striking features of 
Fcrrero's article is his assertion 
that 
the increased consumption of alcohol in 
modern times is the direct 
result 
of 
greater industrial and commercial effl- 
ciency, rather than a result of increased 
appetite. 


"The reason alcoholism has made such 
progress during the last century is ab- 
solutely due to the great development of 
industry and commerce—to the era of 
quantity," he says. "The twentieth cen- 
tury gave a great forward movement to 
the manufacture of intoxicating liquors, 
just as it did to ti)c manufacture of ev- 
erything- else that was useful in great 
quantity for man's needs or vices. 
Tlie 
wine, for centuries shut up in the Medi- 
terranean, has invaded many lands across 
the ocean. 
The manufacture 
of beer 
has grown out of all measure of pro- 
portion. 
Chemistry has found a thou- 
sand new processes to imitate alcohol, 
and many liquors of which only a few 
bottles were made in families a century 
ago are now turned out by hundreds of 
gallons in gigantic factories." 
ân Industry in Which Supply Regulates 
the Demand. 


"But after having manufactured so 
much intoxicating liquor the industrial 
world has had to find the means to make 
the people tal<e it! 
Oh, these liquors 
were not made because the people aro 
thirsty and must drink—nor is the viro 
the cause and effect of the continuously 
increasing business that has been done 
in wine, beer and liquors. 
No, in 
this 
business, as in all others, industry has 
taken the initiative to increase the pro- 
duction, and as it increased by degrees 


it has found ways to persuade the people 
to consume it. 


"So, we see that if we accord the en- 
tire liberty to industries that depend on 
Bacchus that AVO give to others, intem- 
perance will reign in the world and there 
is nothing done against it. 
The indus- 
try will always be tempted 
to 
make 
more and more, just like all other indus 
tries, and people must swallow the tor 
rents of beer^ wine and alcohol with 
which the earth will be floodi?d everj- 
year. 
Tlie beer saloon and the liquor 
store will be stronger than the church 
and the school. 


The State Must Fight Drink. 


"The state has the right and the oidi 
gation to demand of the citizen the re 
nunciation of a few minutes 
of 
tm 
healthy, torpid joy to regenerate 
the 
citizen's health and save himself and fu- 
ture generations all the misforttmes of 
which drunkenness is the mother," con 
tinues Professor Ferrerò. 


He is also of the opinión that because 
a great deal of the vice of drinking is 
rooted in social habit it is necessary to 
create a new social habit of abstinence. 


"Tradition," he says, "can do a great 
deal. 
As it is difficult to cure a 
vice 
when it is old. so it will be easy for { 
man to keep from falling back to it oncp 
liberated. 
The habit and the tradition 
broken, it will be easy for those 
who 
have been so long deprived to continue 
to abstain until the end of their lives." 


The particular statements in 
which 
proliibition is approved as a remedy are 
striking. 


' The god of antiqiiity has become a 
dark and tormenting demon," he says 
"He no longer generates gaiety and frol 
ie. but insanity, crime, sterility, discord 
poverty, misery and death. 


"A simplp and practical idea presented 
itself- to prohibit the maniifacture and 
the sale of the most intoxicating and 
dangerous drinks. 
it was very clear 
that the day that the peasant and the 
workman could not buy their alcolici 
they could not got drunk. And this timi 
the remedy so long sought for vainly— 
the remedy, to be sure, only partial, but 
efficacioTis—was found. 
It is tJie only 
wav it can be done."

Yoimp: Samuel may excel 
aged Eli; a holy babe ia riper than a 
backsliding man. 
Timothy

Diotrephes. 
Jesus 
can 
lead you, my youthful brother, to high 
degrees of fellowship witli himself.

pray you aspire to the nearest place to 
JesuB, and, like young John, lie in the 
Master's bosom. 
Truly, the aged have 
the help of experience, and in any ca.se 
they deserve our reverent esteem; but 
let neither old nor young imagine that 
the merely natural fact of ago has any 


influence in the spiritual life. 
God's 
work is tho same in old and young, and 
owes nothing to the 
merely 
natural 
vigor of youth, or equally natural pru- 
dence of age—C. H. Spurgoon.

In "Exorcifse and Health," an educa- 
tional leaflet from the ITnited 
States 
public lioaltli service, a note of warning 
is soundod. 
Tlio death rate after the 
age of forty is increasing in spite of 
more sanitary modes of living and great- 
er protection against communicable dis- 
ease. The expectation of life after forty 
is less than it Avaa tiiirty years ago. 
This is due largely to increased preva- 
lence of the diseases of 
degeneration. 
The muscles, arteries and other organs 
of those who as a result of sedentarj- 
occupation or indolence take too little 
exercise degenerate. 
Heart disease, kid- 
ney disease and other ills follow. 


Take exorcise.

Walk to your business, to your dress- 
maker's. walk for the sake of Avalking, 
Join a walking club and

your 
weekly score of miles.

A Midnight Visit. 


About the year A. D. 33, there lived 
in the city of Jerusalem a gentleman of 
the name of Nicodemus.

bear cherries. 
It is not a little help 
that he needs to make him "all right"— 
it is not a "good religious education"— 
it is a new life. And this new life must 
come from somewhere outside himself— 
he cannot find it within him—he cannot 
earn it by his works. 


A blacksmith once said, "I have often 
tried to be good—I have often made 
resolutions to live better; but this be- 
ing 'born again' is beyond me—I never 
tried that." It was something he could 
have no hand in; it is God's workman- 
ship.

It is not being baptized. 
It is not being made a "teetotaller."

self." 
Terrible work! 
It's time that 
some other religious men and women in 
the Avorld were asking themselves sol- 
emnly this question— 


"Am I Both Again? 


Or, do I just go to ehurch, and keep 
up a profession, because I was taught 
to do. it, and it's a fashionable and. re- 
spectable- thing." 


No reformation will suffice, 
'Tis life lost sinners need. 


Reader, havp vou been born again? 
"What Must I Do to B« Bom Agaift?" 
Receive JesMs aitist, the gift of God. 
Listen; "God so loved the World that

There is some- 
thing in man's, native indolence which 
revolts against severe mental labor, and 
we are not quite positix^e that there is 
not a certain instinctive impression on 
the minds of the common-sense masses, 
that obscurity on the part of a writer 
or speaker arises from his own want of 
clear comprehension of the subject. 


Some comnumicators of thought labor 
under the impression that there is an 
inelegance, a want of dignity in sim- 
plicity. Is it so? ^\Tien Moses inquired 
of Israel's great lawgiver by wliat name 
He woiild be made known tmto that 
people, His reply was. "I am that I am : 


I am hath sent Me unto you." Is there 
not a majesty in these simple words I 
Can we by multiplying add to theit 
strength? 
Later on in the world's his- 
tory, imder the Christian dispensation! 
man's great exemplar left, in the sim- 
plicity of His teachings to His disciples, 
a model for all instructors. 
The Lord'g 
prayer, gi\'en from His own lips to Hia 
followers, is a pattern of comprehensive 
simplicity. 
Are we not to learn from 
this that essential truths are simple, 
and that these are they which are best 
grappled to the soul? To make the ap- 
plication of tliis grand truth still more 
universal, we learn that the King of 
heaven, who built the mountains, who 
spread out the curtains of the skies and 
garnished them with gems—He. before 
Avhose glory tho angels veil their faces, 
came to this world to benefit humanity, 
and in His intcrcourso with men 
he 
spake unto them so that the common 
people heard h im f;ladlv. This sublime 
fact teaches us that thev who would 
impart best to others, should have their 
own spirits robed with the beautiful 
garments of simplicity, and 
then 
go 
forth, freely giving of their own treas- 
ures- of thought in the eloquent sim- 
plicity of words and works, for the no« 
l»le purpose of elevating our common 
humanity.—Baltimore Herald.

HEALTH AlfD MIDDLE AGE.

Men who 
develop heart djsease. kidney and liver 
disease, blood vessel disease and things 
of that kind. 


"We find that we have at th.it timo 
of life what are called degenerati^'e dis- 
eases, diseases in which tho vital or- 
gans have gone to pieces one way or 
the other from various K'ausos. 


"The point I want to make 
about 
those diseases is this: By the time thoso 
degenerations have been so established 
that anybody knows they are there and 
they can be given a name and treated 
as a disease, by that time the jig is up. 
It is too late. 


"Oh, yes. you can patch it along, you 
can temporize, you can adjust, you can 
do all sorts of limitation things, but ife 
is too late to do much about that clas-'' 
of diseases and that is the class of dis- 
eases with which we as physicians are 
dealing Avith all the time and in increas- 
ing numbers along in those two dccades 
of life. 


"The question of maintaining health 
fc verj- largely a que.stion of what you 
won't do, not a question of what yow 
do. It is purely a question of self- disci- 
pline. Purely a question of first seeing 
what to do and then having the sand to 
do it."

England faces a serious problem 
in the care of 20,000 or more war 
babies to be born in June. 


Ronald McNeill has requested the 
government and church to 
grant 
forgiveness to the unmarried moth- 
ers of these children and to have 
them married to the fathers in the 
trenches by proxy. 


Premier Asquith and the clergy 
object on the ground to license it 
by forgiveness is but to encourage 
the wantoness of young girls who 
are afflicted v/ith a mixture of hys- 
teria and hero v/orship. 


The Duchess of Marlborough and 
Dther prominent English women are 
affering their services in an effort 
to provide for the war babies and 
hundreds 
of 
relief 
organizations 
through the country have promised 
aid to the mothers of the war ba- 
)ies. 


What is England to do with Its 
"War Babies?" Are they to become 
wards of the government and their 
mothers forgiven for their unmar- 
ried Btate? Or are these children to 
be brought up in ignominy and their 
aiothers subjected to disgrace? 


This is a serious sociological ques- 
tion facing 
England 
today. 
De- 
clared by some far more 
serious 
than the question of drink which re- 
cently caused the king and members 
Df his cabinet to order 
alcoholic 
drinks barred from their home to 
'impress on others of the nation the 
importance of temperance 
In 
the 
present crisis. 


Ronald McNeill, in a recent ad- 
dress before Parliament 
declared 
that In one borough alone 2,000 ba- 
bies were to be born, the offspring 
of men who had gone to the front, 
perhaps never to return, and un- 
married girls who in a spirit 
of 
patriotism had given 
their 
illicit 
love to the heroes about to depart 
for battle. 


He suggested that the state and 
church forgive these girls, that the 
fathers in the trenches acknowledge 
their offspring and that marriage be 
performed by proxy. 


Premier Asquith amJ the church 
dignitaries immediately objected to 
this plan on the ground that 
it 
flavors of immorality 
and 
"free 
love" in the nation. 
To license it 
by the permission of government or 
clergy would be but to encourage it 
Asquith declared. 
WHAT OF 
THE eiBLSf 


Of tbe motives 
that 
led 
yonng 
women and girls, some as young as, 
fourteen years old to fall In love 
with soldiers, nothing 
was 
said. 
Was It a desire on their part to 
to the sation they love, fvtur« 
warrior»^ 
W«« It a daaire to r»- 


populate a country that has 
sent 
practically all of its 
able-bodied 
men to the front 
and is lookhig 
high and low for men able to shoul- 
der a 
gun? 
Some 
members 
of 
Parliament argued that it was from 
the fact that the girl-motliors are 
proud of their "War Babies' aiul of 
the fathers whose names the gov- 
ernment did not know 
and 
who 
might even now be dead on the field 
of battle. 


The 
Duchess 
of 
Marlborough, 
Lady Gwendolin Cecil, many other 
prominent women and the masses 
have taken up a nation-wide discus- 
sion of the "War Baby" question. 


That the problem is a tremendous 
one to solve is indicated by an offi- 
cial report that 20,000 war babies 
are expected in Juno. 


"Forgive the mothers but 
don't 
condone their offense," is being said 
by thousands of people in England. 
"Let the expectant mothers marry 
by proxy the fathers of their chil- 
dren. 
Let a general edict of for- 
giveness be issued from the pulpits 
throughout the country at a speci- 
fied time to automatically 
remove 
the stigma from mothers of these 
infants," Ronald McNeill told Par- 
liament. 
"The war has caused 
a 
great upheaval, for soldiers 
have 
been billeted in parts of the coun- 
try where soldiers never were seen 
before. 
It is a'psychological 
up- 
heaval. 
No one should think for an 
instant, though, that we are lower- 
ing our standards of morality 
by 
forgiving the unfortunate mothers." 


The Bishop of Oxford in reply to 
McNeill's suggestion 
recently 
de- 
clared: "There is a very widespread 
laxity shown in these matters. 
I 
do not doubt in the least that of 
two vices, intemperance 
and 
im- 
morality, the latter is working in- 
comparably greater havoc. There is 
also an extraordinary and 
almost 
universal laxity with regard to the 
sanctity of the marriage vow." 


Others objected to McNeill's plan 
on the ground that the fathers were 
not known to the girls, that many 
of them were dead and others were 
married men so that it would 
bo 
impracticable to have marriages by 
proxy. 


The controversy on the subject of 
the babies has been made more se- 
vere in that the government i.s blam- 
ing the newspapers for calling at- 
tention to the fact of 
the 
large 
number of such babius expected and 
the press has censured the govern- 
ment for allowing the soldiers 
to 
take advantage of young and fool- 
ish girls, fired to reckles.snesa 
by 
some psychological hysteria. 
ATTITUDE OF 
THE PKESS. 


The attitude of the press is: "Tho 
most distressing fact in connection 
with the problem is the large pro- 
portion of the cases in which tho 
law as to age of consent has been 
outraged. 
It is important to know 
what warnings were issued by the 
War Office on this 
subject 
which 
would glre some guide as to how 
far fathers were to be held liable 
to vrofiBiont of tbe law wantlnl to

hundreds of them to seek out the 
soldiers' camps. 


Tho most serious conditions now 
prevail in V/:itt"ord. South England, 
and in southern Scotland and 
the 
border country v/herc are situated 
large camps of soldiers. 
There the 
domestic servant problem has be- 
come absolutely insoluble because 
the girls have given up everything 
for the company 
of tho 
soldiers, 
making work or 
working 
hours 
purely subsidiary in 
interest 
to 
that surrounding the warriors. 


While the government is seeking 
to find a means to stop the practice, 
find 
sociologists 
are 
seeking 
a 
means of caring for the 
expected 
babies, psychologists are gcing more 
deeply into the matter to find the 
cause. 
HERO WOKSHir 
lil A3iEl>. 


To them this wantoness seems to 
be a form of hysteria mixed 
with 
hero worship. 
At such a time as 
the nation is living at a point of 
high tension it does not seem im- 
probable that there 
should be an 
outbreak in this peculiar direction. 
They realize at 
such a time 
the 
sight of a man in uniform might 
have a wonderful effect on tho im- 
agination of young girls at that pe- 
culiar period in their development 
between 16 and 18 years old, when 
they are growing into womanhood. 


The fact 
that the 
majority 
of 
these girls are of the middle class 
also has some bearing on the ques- 
tion, students say. 
Not that their 
morals may be more lax. but en- 
vironment and a certain lack of ed- 
.'Cation leaves the mind in a more 
'.ivcrable mood for such hero wcr- 
. hip that in girls of better environ- 
inent and education, who are taught 
rather-to look down upon soldiers 
than to elevate tliem on a pedestal 
of heroism. 


While this problem is grave in 
England, France and Germany also 
will havo to combat it. Such a prac- 


compuisory military service cannot 
v>ed. 


Men about to enter service, how- 
ever, pledged themselves to the girl 
they loved and promised to marry 
her at the end of their term. 
This 
form of marriage bj- future promise 
has been looked on without com- 
ment by tlie people of the 
nation 
and without disgracc to the woman. 
If a child is horn it becomes a ward 
of the government in as much as 
the mother receives a pension for 
its upkeep while the promised hus- 
band is serving his nation. 
When 
his time is up, the government sees 
that his promise is 
fulfilled 
and 
after the ceremony the two go to 
live together with as much honor 
as if riiey had been married before 
his enlistment. 
Indeed, the child is 
looked on vvith no disfavor and there 
Is no stigma upon it such as will be 
placed on the mothers of the Eng- 
lish babies. 


While 
these 
babies 
are 
being 
looked on with scorn through the 
nation, their birth solves one of the 
most serious 
pi'oblems 
that 
will 
confront all the nations 
at 
war 
V'.hpu the great European war enda 
With hunflreds of men being killed 
in battle atid more being taken from 
tho 
ranks of tho 
citizens 
to 
be 
hurled against the enemy and theii 
lives sacrificed, the nations eventn* 
ally must find themselves with a 
female population many times larg- 
er than thp male. 
The problem ol 
repopulating the race then will li^ 
come a serious one. 


With the h\mdreds of war babies 
coming into existence the problem 
will be partly solved at le:ist, cer- 
tain L:ngr:sh statesmen 
say. 
The 
babies born at present must form 
the b.ackbone of the English nation 
when the war ends. 
Tiiey are the 
future state-smen and men of sci- 
euce and letters for at least a cer- 
tain future period 
in 
England's 
history. 


With the legitimate birth rate in 
England very low at present 
and 
with thousands of men going 
to 
their death. 
England 
must 
in 
• 
measure depend on its war babies, 
ccrtain statesmen declare.

The Boys' Corn-Clubs and the Girls* Garden and Canning Clubs Have Come 
to Be Very Important Factors in the Economy of the Farm. 


Boys and girls en the farms these 
days are beginning to be spelled with 
capital B's and G's. 
There was never 
a time in the history of 
American 
agriculture when they received more 
attention. 
They are in the rays of the 
nation's 
spotlight, 
agriculturally 
speaking. 


To their credit it must be said that 
they are taking the honors modestly. 
They are going ahead and proving In 
conclusive manner that they are justly 
entitled to the «ood things being said 
of them. 


What the boys and girls are doing 
today to promote better agriculture is

of inestimable value to the country at 
large. 
Not only does it tend to in- 
crease crop production, but it is mak- 
ing life more attractive on the farm. 


Through the medium of boys' corn 
ciubs and girls' garden and canning 
clubs the boys and girls are learning 
that there Is much that is worth while 
In country life. 
"With education along 
these lines and the unfolding of the 
mysteries of plant life it is becoming 
more difficult to lure them from the 
farm. 


The boys corn club work is a definite 
effort by the United States department 
of agriculture, the state agricultural 
colleges, 
and 
other 
institutions 
to 
promote and encourage increased pro- 
duction of c o m at a reasonable cost 
on small areas and to offer a plan of 
vacational guidance by requiring club 
members to master a complete corn 
crop operation. 


This begins with the selection 
of 
suitable seed and follows the opera- 
tion to marketing or feeding and in- 
cludes the making up of a complete 
crop report of the work, its cost and 
Expenses. 
In this work the profit on 
the 
investment 
is as important 
as 
the matter of yield. 


The future of American agriculture 
Is largely dependent on the boys and 
Cirls of today, and it is the purpose 
of this corn club movement to assist 
the other forces now at work to in- 
terest, in.struct, and direct the 
boys 
cf our villages and rural communities 
In the possibilities of farming as a 
profitable and dignified profession. 


Corn growing on the one acre basis 
is usee as a medium of instruction 
and interest. 
As a field crop of in- 
terest 
and 
cash 
value 
it 
has 
no 
euperior. 
From the standpoint of its 
economical relation to farm manage- 
ment 
it 
will 
encourage 
diversified 
farming, soil building by rotation of 
crops, the feeding of hogs, the keep- 
ing of other live stock, etc., and is 
considered one of the most profitable 
field crops grown in the grain states. 


The girls' clubs are conducted along 
lines similar to the work of the corn 
c]ub3, only the crop is som« garden 
crop—such as tomatoes—which 
can 
be disposed of not only as a fresh 
vegetable, but the product may also 
be canned.

STAR11N6 AND BUILDING OP A DAIRY HERD 


We Must Keep More Live Stock as it is Absolutely Necessary to a Good Sj^- 
tem of Agriculture—Of the Diffemt Kinds of Live Stock There is 
None So Profitable if Rightly Managed, as the Dairy Cow« 


Experts of the Department of Agri- 
culture have been studying the work of 
insects in 
storm-felled 
pine 
In 
the 
South, 
e-specially 
the 
work 
of 
the 
borer known 
to lumbermen 
as 
the 
"sawyer." 
The results should be of 
immediate interest to owners of tim- 
ber felled or damaged by storms in 
the Southern States. 


It has been found that the sawyer 
begins work in the bark of felled trees 
very promptly, and that it reduces the 
v; lue of the timber about one-third 
within two months, a reduction which 
represents many 
millions of 
dollars 
annually. 


This loss may 
he largely prevented 
by prompt action on the part of the 
timber owners. 
As soon as possible 
after a destructive storm an estimate 
should 
be made 
of the amount 
of 
felled timber that can be converted 
into lumber before the sawyers begin 
to enter the wood." 
Trees that can not 
be worked up with little delay can be 
protected in either of two ways: 
(1) 
The bark may be removed from the 
trunks, or (2) the logs may be cut 
without removing the bark and placed 
in streams or ponds. 
The sawyers 
will do practically no damage to tim- 
ber from which the bark is removed 
within a month after their attack be- 
gins. 
In case of logs placed in water, 
they will continue their work only in 
the parts which are not 
completely 
submerged. 


With 
the 
average 
fanner 
the 


cheapest and most satisfactory 
way 
of starting a dairy herd Is t6 select 
as foundation stock good 
grade cows 
and a pure bred buU of one of the 
strictly dairy breeds. 
The grading up 
will be most 
rapid when 
the 
pre- 
dominant blood in the grades 
cor- 
responds with the blood of the sire. 


A foundation of this kind, of course, 
does not produce stock that can be 
registered, but by continuing the use 
of good, pure-bred bulls of the same 
blood, stock is soon obtained which, 
so far as milk and butter production 
are concerned, very closely approaches 
in value that of pure breeding. 


To start with a pure-bred herd Is 
practically beyond the means of the 
majority 
of farmers. 
Furthermore, 
there is an objection to placing well- 
cared-for, 
pure-bred 
cows 
under 
average conditions as to feed, care and 
management, because under any such 
change the attainment of satisfactory 
results would 
be practically 
impos- 
sible. 
Where there Is a gradual In- 
fusion of pure blood, as In the case 
of grading up a herd with pure-bred 
sires, the new blood is gradually ac- 
customed to the change of environ- 
ment 
the 
herdsman 
is 
given 
the 
necessary time to change his methods 
to meet the requirements of 
pure- 
bred cattle. 


Where 
the 
dairyman 
understands 
the management of pure-bred stock 
and has thehneans with which to pur- 
chase the right kind, a pure-bred herd 
may be started to good advantage. 


One of the chief dangers in start- 
ing with a pure-bred herd Is the lack 
of funds to procure the right sort of 
animals. 
Instead 
of 
purchasing 
a 
pure-bred bull and a number of pure- 
bred cows of common merit. It is bet-

ter 
policy 
to 
buy 
relatively 
cheap 
grade cows, and to add. the 
money 
thus saved to that originally set aside 
for the bull. 
This extra money 
is 
likely to be the means of securing a 
bull of outstanding merit. 


Whethier the 
cows be grades 
or 
pure-bred«. It is of the highest Im- 
portance In building up a. dairy herd 
to secure a pure-bred bull of 
real 
merit. 
Unless the bull Is descended 
from good milkers. It is folly to ex- 
pect him to produce good milkers, no 
matter h o ^ line or ideal he may be 
as an Individual. 


It is, furthermore, of Importance to 
remember that a herd cannot be suc- 
cessfully built up unless the bulls that 
are successively used belong to the 
same breed. 
If the grading up Is be- 
gun with a Jersey bull the 
process 
must be continued uninterruptedly by 
the use of Jersey blood. 


The Importance of the dairy sire Is 
recognized In the expression: "The bull 
is half the herd." 
Usually, however, 
the bull is more than half the herd, 
either for good or bad. 
In the case 
of common or grade cows, for ex- 
ample, the pure-bred bull may count 
for three-quarters 
or more, 
of 
the 
herd by reason of his greater pre- 
potency. 
To so great an extent does 
the bull determine the 
improvement 
or d.iterloratioh of the herd as to call 
for the utmost caution in his selection. 


In the case of a dairy bull, espec- 
ially a younk bull, his chief value is 
determined by the performance of his 
ancestry. 
The points of greatest im- 
portance to consider In his pedigree 
are the following: 
(1) 
The 
merit 
of his mother and his sire's mother; 
(2) 
The merit of the daughters of 
his sire and grandslre: 
(8)The value 
of the daughters of his dam and his 


granddam; (4) 
The value of bis «te- 


ters, If he has any: and (5) the value 
of his own progeny, if he has any. 
The further back consecutively good 
records can be traced the more valu- 
able the animal. 
It should alwasv be 
remembered, 
however, 
that 
near 
ancestors count for a good deal more 
than those more remotely related. 


With a first-class bull at the head 
of the herd, rapid Improvement 
Is 
effected by selecting and 
retaining 
calves from only the best milkers, at 
the same time culling out those cows 
whode records have not been satis- 
factory. 
This work cannot be done to 
best advantage unless records are kept 
of the quantity and quality of milk 
front each cow for a whole lactation 
period. 


Where all of the cows In the foun- 
dation stock are grades, none of the 
calves, of course, can be registered. 
It is desirable, therefore, to add to 
the herd from time to time, as means 
permit, some good pure-bred cows of 
the same blood as the bulls that have 
been used. 
This has the 
advantage 
of enabling the owner to dispose of his 
calves to better advantage. 


The purchase of cows, however. Is 
always attended with the danger of 
Introducing contagious diseases Into 
the herd. 
For this reason, the pur- 
chasing of cows should be carried on 
In a limited way only. 
It Is, of course, 
always In òrder to buy cows when 
the object is to add to the herd pure- 
bred individuals of exceptional dairy 
merit. 
But the practice of 
buying 
cows should never be carried to the 
point of making It the principal means 
of replenishing the herd, 
especially 
since the latter can be accomplished 
much more satisfactorily by raising 
the calves from the best cows.

It Pfty« t o Have a F i n e Garden—One That Is Pomiy 
Planned and Hot 
Kept ia Anything But a Good Advertiaement to a Fura^ j

The pleasure and profit to be de- 
rived from a good vegetable garden Is 
a privilege enjoyed to Its fullest extent 
only by those leading a rural life; 
but, etrange to say, the average farmer 
painfully falls to appreciate this rare 
privilege. 
In fact, in many cases he 
neglects this opportunity to such 
a 
pitiful extent that we are prone to 
think that he, more than any other 
person who pretends to have a garden 
at all, needs to be urged to have, and 
Informed how to make and maintain, 
a good vegetable garden. 
The farmer 
used to large areas of general farm 
crops feels tliat he Is etooping from 
his dignity or Is waiting his time when 
he undertakes anything so small as he 
Imagines the vegetable garden to be; 
consequently, 
he 
plows It 
perhaps, 
and leaves the planting and tilling to 
the "women folks." 
As a matter of 
fact, there Is not on the fiurm a piece 
of land of the same area, the profit 
of which approaches anarwhere near 
to that of the vegetable garden. 
An 
authority on this subject says: 
"From 
careful observation the statement can 
be safely made that a well-kept garden 
will yield a return ten to fifteen times 
greater than would the same area if 
devoted to general farm crops." 
Be- 
sides, the fact that there can be had 
at a minute's notice a bountiful «upply 
of fresh, clean vegetables is a value 
that cannot be reckoned In dollars 
and cents. 


The great question of keeping the 
boy and girl on the farm would be 
more than half solved If people would 
only -realise the Important part 
the 
vegetable garden plays In this regard. 
It Is hardly likely that too much at- 
tention can be given the vegetables, 
for if there is a surplus of any kind 
of produce, a ready market may be 
found for It In the nearby towns. 


In locating the garden, the question 
of its proximity to the house Is of 
vast Importance, for naturally 
most 
of the work 
Is done 
during 
spare 
moments that could not be taken ad- 
vanUge of If the garden were located 
a half 
mile from 
the house. 
Too 
often It Is the case that all of the 
gathering and most of the work Is 
done 
by 
the farmer's wife. 
Even 
where the work Is done by a man. 


the women-of the honseh'old re 
and 
forth 
between 
the 
house 
and 
garden many times during the yean 
All these things tend to add to the 
work 
of 
the 
already 
overimrdened 
housewife, which condition conld be 
materially Improved by exerctolng a 
little care and forethought In locating 
the garden spot. 


The general lay of the land 
de- 
termines to a considerable extent 4he

earllness of the garden crops. 
Well- 
drained land eloping gently to 
the 
south or southeast Is preferable for 
the 
production of 
early 
vegetable«. 
Wind barriers, such as hills, woodsy 
hedges, buildings, etc., on the north 
and 
northwest 
produce 
much 
the 
same effect 
If none of these are so 
located that they can be taken ad- 
vantage of, a tight board fence will 
answer the purpose, and at the same 
time act as a safeguard against farm 
animals and poultry. 
Choose a loca- 
tion that is well drained or bring it 
to this condition after It has 
been 
chosen. 
None of the vegetables will 
tolerate "wet feet." 
In many cases 
It will pay a hundred per cent to tile 
drain the garden. 


A SERI0178 DISEASE. 


Infectious abortion among cattle has 
become one of the most serious prob- 
lems for cattle owners so far as In- 
fectious diseases are concerned. 
It Is 
well entlUed to rank in Importance 
with 
tuberculosis, 
hog 
cholera 
and 
Texas fever. 
Two new medical treat- 
ments have recently appeared, either 
one of which may possibly prove to be 
of very great Importance. 
One abor- 
tln, is uaed like tuberculin, as a diag- 
nostic: and the other is a vaccine, 
which It is hoped will Immunize heif- 
ers against the Infection. 
There is not 
Bufflclent reliable Information 
avail- 
able as yet, upon which to justify any 
definite statement 
Breeders should 
keep these things in mind and watch 
for future development

the lawn and front yard; wash his 
horses as well

and 
buggies, and do many other odd jobs 
about the place. 
This farmer 
says 
It saves him a hired man, and is one 
of the most useful and neccssary im- 
plements on the farm. 


DISPOSE OF THE ROOSTERS. 


CARING FOR THE LITTLE CALVES 


To secure Infertile eggs, kill or sell 
the rooster as soon as the breeding 
season ia over, or if the bird Is espec- 
ially fine^, and It Is desired to keep him 
for breeding another season, confine 
him separately from the hens. 
Young 
cockerels need to be treated in the 
Bame manner, as they are frequently 
very annoying to the laying hens, par- 
ticularly when of those breeds which 
mature early. 


Infertile 
eggs 
bring more 
money 
lhan fertile ones during the hot sum- 
mer months, because every egg is a 
food 
egg. 
In 
the Middle West 
in 
liummer 
the 
dally 
temperature 
is 
jsuallj- 
high 
enough 
during

cause 
considerable 
develop- 
ment of the germs in fertile eggs, and 
iiich eggs represent lost money to the 
poultryman, because they are thrown 
out as bad by the dealer, while the 
poultryman pays the bill. 
Sell, kill or 
tonfine the rooster during the summer. 


Many of the calves in the West are 
fed a ration consisting of corn stover, 
prairie hay and sometimes some corn 
as a grain ration. 
Such a ration is de- 
' Sclent In protein, and the animals will 
not do well on It. 
But If good clover 
hay is substituted for some of 
the 
roughage In this ration, the animals 
•rfU aiake good gains at a less coet 


Everybody 
has 
a 
way 
of 
doing 
things and this is my way of taking 
car? of the calves. 


I have ten good cows which I raised 
myself, and I found out that to raise 
good cows you must begin at the be- 
ginning. 
Ko good results will come 
from a half-starved, stunted calf. 


I let the calf suck the cow the first 
two days. 
It ia better for him and 
the mother, too, and the calf is more 
apt to get all the milk than I would 
be, thus getting It out of the cow's 
bag 
and 
into 
the 
calf's 
stomach 
where it should be, with less trouble 
and better results. 


At the end of this time I milk the 
ccw and feed the calf; tie the calf 
where it cannot see its mother, and 
if the weather is cold I wrap some- 
thing 
around 
her 
when 
the 
barn 
doors are open. 
Never allow a calf to 
shiver if you want it to keep well. 


For the first two weeks I feed new 
milk as soon as milked, and then I 
begin to mix in separated milk 
by 
uegrees, adding at first a third, then a 
half and when a month old I give all 
separated and take care to have it 
v^farm. 


Buckwheat 
shorts 
and 
bran 
are 
good, but never put them in the milk. 
Have a small box nailed in a con- 
venient place on the manger or side 
of the wall and fill with dry feed. 
The calf will soon learn to help Itself. 


When six weeks old put clover hay 
within reach; this will aid the diges- 
tion and increase growth. 


If eggs are plenty break one or two 
in the milk, and you will be surprised 
at Its sleekness.. 


Flies are the worst things to stunt 
the growth of calves as they take so 
much blood, and the young animals 
should be protected from the pesta 


I tried spraying last summer with 
fair results, but I did not depend en- 
tirely upon this. 
I put my calves In 
the barn every afternoon during the 
warmest weather and gave them hay. 


Another thing that stunts the grow- 
ing heifer is dehorning. 
I avoid this 
by rubbing on caustic potash 
when 
the 
horns 
first 
start, 
first 
clipping 
away the hair. 
It will smart for a 
while but that is all and no horn will 
ever grow. 


My heifers usually come in when 
two and a half or three years old and 
make excellent cows, and this Is how 
I raise them.—N. A. B. 


A sweet, fresh basement which Is 
cool, or a cyclone cellar makes a sat- 
isfactory place to store eggs. 
They 
may also be kept cool by placing them 
in a bucket lowered Into a well. Avoid 
storing them Ih musty basements and 
keep thwEn awav from lllee.

It must be well lighted, well venti- 
lated, easy to keep clean, so arranged 
as to economize space, so that as much 
stock as possible can be housed. 
It 
should be easy of access, and Its loca- 
tion should be such as to Insure a 
well drained b a m yard. 
With 
the 
above features incorporated into the 
farm bam, the shape or style of the 
building matters little.

GETTING SORE SHOULDERS. 


LEG WEAKNESS OF CHICKS. 


Leg weakness in a flock of half- 
grown chicks is due to several causes. 
It generally makes its appearance In 
flocks ranging from three to six months 
of age, and the cockerela are more apt 
to be affected than the pullets. 


One of the causes is the overfeeding 
of fat producing foods, the weight of 
the body being Increased to such an 
extent the legs are unable to properly 
support the extra weight thus created. 
Poultry raisers bent on saving time to 
bring their flocks up to broiler weight 
often overdo the forcing process to 
such a.degree as to cause such dlseaae. 


Blaok Knot of PInm 
Teem. 


Black knot Is a very prevalent dls« 
ease on plum trees and It also alleets 
the wild cherry, often causing It to 
spread to cultivated trees. 
The way 
to keep It In control la to cut off and 
b u m every email branch that shows 
any sign of the disease as fast as It 
appeara 
If large branches are af- 
fected that cannot well be iqpared, the 
cankers or knots may be pared off 
closely and the wounds covered with 
coal u r . which will kill any lurking 
germs a-.d preserve the wood from 
decay. ,

AGE OF HORSES. 


The age of a horse Is most easily 
determined by the cups In the teeth. 
At four year«, the horse has his per- 
manent front teeth. 
At flve, there are 
deep black cavities In the centers of all 
lower nippers. 
At six, these oavltles 
disappear In the two center lower nip- 
pers. 
Two more lose their cavities for 
each year to the eighth, and then the 
two center upper nippers lose their 
oavltles, and each year two more, until 
at the age of ten the teeth are all 
smooth, or retain only a small black 
speck. 
After the age of ten the length 
of the teeth and tushee must be Judged 
—even then the age can be determined 
only approximately.

All weak growth should be 
cut out and the balance well cut back. 
The flowers of almost all roses behig 
borne on the new wood, the bushes 
should be cut back half or more of 
their growth. 


In the majority of cases, roses on 
their own roots will prove more satis- 
factory than budded stock. 
On own- 
rooted stock, the suckers or shoots 
from below the surface of the soil 
will be of the same kind, whereas with 
budded roses there la danger of the 
stock starting into growth and. not 
being discovered, outgrowing the bud, 
taking possession, and 
finally 
klUIng 
out the weaker growth. 
Still, if the 
plants are set deep enough to pre- 
vent adventitious buds of the stock 
from starting, there is no 
auesUon 
that flner rosea may be grown than 
from plants on their own roots. 


In setting out the rooted bunhes. do 
not crowd the roots into a small space, 
but have the roots well spread out 
and the ground well 
firmed 
around 
them. 


Make an ointment of stove polish 
and lard and put it on shoulders and 
collars. 
Put It on often enough to 
keep the shoulders and collars smooth 
and they will not rub the shoulders 
sore. 
To cure a 
lump 
on 
horses' 
shoulders, take a pen knife or the 
small blade of a common pocket knife, 
and while holding the lump with the 
forefinger

point of the knife down in the center 
of the lump until the matter runs o u t 
Clean 
wound 
out 
thoroughly 
with 
strong eoapwater and work 
turpen- 
tine down well Into the wound.

application Is all I have ever put on 
of this, and the horse got well while 
at work.

Farmers who have occas-lon to us^ 
long ladders often find them weak and 
dangerous when set up at the propel 
angle. 
This can be overcome by a 
wire brace. 
Get a blacksmith to mak« 
two V-shaped irons, and fasten them 
to the side sills with small bolts. Bor« 
small holes through sills at each end. 
Take two pieces of No. 9 wire and 
fasten to the sills at one end by pass« 
Ing through the holes and forminf 


a 
lock 
by 
turning 
the 
end 
back 
through

holes over small 
iron 
pins, then pass the wire over the V» 
irons, drawing them tight with a lever 
and fasten at the other ends in the 
same way.

Statistics on tile at the fire depart- 


ment headquarters bring out some in- 
teresting ligures on the causes of fire 
alarms in Fort Wayne in the past live 
months. From the lirst of the year till 
June 1 there were 154 firo alarms tap- 
ped in over the department telephone ami 
signal wires, and in over half the oases 
the bla/.es were arrested 
helore loss 


amounting to ?5 had been done. 


The loss from fire this year has not 


been jjreat, as the <ii"''i< majority^of the 
alarms were in answer lo alarms of tire 
where (lie ilama^e did not exceed !f-5, 


although there were one or two blazes 
of some proportions. 


The $10,000 loss at the Indiana Road 


Machine company, the east end silver 
plating works and the east end brass 
foundry and the Shernmn-'tt'h.ite com- 
pany tire were the only ones of 
any 


consequence in these first live months 
of the year. 


The above table represents the num- 


ber of runs only, as 1t is impossible 
with the incomplete records to make any 
I'Stimate at the losses. Thirty-three of 
the runs, represented by the large iig- 


ure, were made to firea that originated 
in defective or overheated 
chimneys. 


Next in number were the spark fires, 
caused by sparks from railroad trains, 
stacks and chimneys. 


Then there is a big drop, for there 


were only ten gasoline fires, which com'' 
next in order and nine false alarms of 
one kind and another have been answer- 
ed. 
Kiirning rubbish caused eight fires, 


but although the percentage is rather 
low so far, there will be much of this in 
midsummer. 
Seven fires have the of- 


ficials of the department guessing as to 
origin, and there were eleven due to de 


fective wiring.

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Chairman Toner's Retirement 


The resignation ol! Chairman Toner ami Secretary Hayiics, of the 


progressive state committee in Indiana, coupled with announcement 
of their return to republican ranks, is a body blow to the third party 
in this state. That much will be admitted, even by those members 
of the progressive parly who have boon clinging to the ship through 
a deal of stormy weather which began to brew before the last cam- 
paign in this state was well under way. 


In solemn conclave the state committee held a meeting at In- 


'dianapolis Friday to discuss the future of the progressive organiza- 
tion in Indiana. It was not a harmonious gathering. Mr. Toner was 
yilling to admit that he saw the handwriting upon the wall. Other 
members of the committee professed to believe that there is yet an 
'opportunity for political militancy as an individual organization that 
affords some prospect for success in Indiana. The result was inevit- 
able. Mr. Toner got out as gracefully as possible, at the same time 
taking occasion to say that lie had surrendered none of his progres- 
sive .principles and eulogizing the progressive organization for its 
courage and its accomplishments. 


Reflecting that in the last election the progressives in Indiana 


Buffered a lo'ss of. some 60,000 votes from their tremendous showing 
of two years before, and that there has been since that time a palp- 
able'further shrinkage in their party ranks, Chairman Toner's action 
is not surprising. The place mi the burning deck is not an inviting 
one, and few enjoy standing sponsor for a lost cause. The third 
party movement may again rank as an important factor in Indiana 
politics, but the chances are very much against it. Mr. Toner has

mo to refer you to the following lines 
in the Declaration of American Inde- 
pendence which no 
American 
citizen 


should ever forget: 


"Wo hold these truths to be self-evi- 


dent, that all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their creator 
with certain unalienablc rights; 
that 


among thcso are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness; that 
to secure 


these rights, governments are instituted 
among men 
" 


These, Mr. Editor, are the fundamental 


principles upon which this great repub- 
lic was founded in 1770, and upon which 
it rests today. To secure these rights 
for its citizens, is the principal, and in 
fact, the real object 
of 
government. 


Therefore, if, to secure these rights for 
its citizens, it is necessary for this gov- 
ernment to go to war, it is its duty to 
do so; if. for sentimental, or other rea- 
sons it does not, and does not protect 
tho lives and liberty of its citizens then 
such a government is a failure, and 
should be abolished. 


Your "street fight" comparison, in your 


editorial, is not a comparison at all," for 
in the one, it is simply a matter bf 
"pride" while in the other it is a mat- 
ter of human life. 


But taking your street fight aa a com- 


parison, and suppose your citizen who 
was insulted. rather than run, would 
fight, and was killed, what would you 
think of a city government that would 
through fear, or sentimental reasons, re- 
fuse to arrest the man who killed him?

Error Is Not An Error Though the Fan 
May Think It Is-The Injustice Of 
the Dropped Foul Rule 


Powte! The star slugger catches 


old Mr. Pill on the nose. It sails 
far and high to the outfield and the 
homo team's fleetest gardener speeds 
for it 
Man and ball appear to bo 


outdoing each other In a race for a 
certain spot The player makes a 
lunge forward, reaches up his gloved 
hand, graba the sphere. Then it 
does a neat little twisting act and 
falls to the greensward while the 
runner rounds second and slides 
eventually Into third, safe by inches. 


It's a hltl 
But as the ball wriggles free, amid 


the cheers and groans, you hear lil- 
tle knots of men all over the stands 
in animated argument 


"Well, there's another triple for 


Jimkins," gloats Jones to his next 
door neighbor.

EVERT DAY. 


It this scene is not enacted every 


day in every ball park in the coun- 
try then the writer knows nothing 
about fans and their ways. In fact 
in the last ten games I have attend- 
ed I have heard this argument and 
the resultant wager, either in this 
exact 
form or a modified 
one, 


brought up at every game. 


Or here's another case: 
The batter drives a ground hit in 


the direction of the shortstop. The 
ball goes speeding between the in- 
fielder's legs and everybody on the 
sacks starts to rush for the plate. 
, Mr. Fan in the stands sets up a 
terrible yell and recites the history 
of that short stop, his antecedents 
and his present incapabilities. 


The next day Mr. • Fan looks iu 


vain in the official score for an er- 
ror against the offending 
Infielder 


and when he sees none he froths at 
the mouth, addressing unkind lan- 
guage in the direction of the official 
scorer. 


But it was a hit. 
And, peculiarly, it was a hit for 


the opposite of the reason expressed 
by Mr. Betting Bug in scene one— 
thfe player did not get his hands on 
the ball. He should have fielded it, 
that is true, but he never touched it 
so he cannot Jje charged with ar. er- 


Now I'm not 
implying that Mr. 


Average Fan does not know his 
baseball. Far from it. While I was 
considering writing this story I 
outlined these two examples to a 
friend—a dyed-in-the-wool fanatic 
who has 
followed 
the game for 


years. 


"Say," he chirruped, "that's pret- 


ty raw. 
Take that first example, 


for instance. 
Don't yon think I'd 


know whether that was a hit or an 
error?" 
HOW ONE FAS

I assured him that I thought, giv- 


en the concrete example, that ho 
would. I also told him that the 
scene described was taken from a 
very recent' big i'jaguc game and 
then I suggested that he keep score 
for the next ten days, check up with 
Ihe official and see how near right

rest of the time he was off from

•came. 


And I don't mean that the official 


pcortr is infallible, cither. It is all 
largely H matter of judgment Woat 
X us galling at Is tiat the average 


M 
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fan jumps to conclusions on hits 
and errors and is not at-homo on 
some situation or some of those par- 
ticular rules—or lack »f them— 
which are peculiarly unjust. 


Some years ago the writer was 


official scorer for an independent 
club iu a small city. "The townsfolk 
had hung up a silver bat for the 
best hitter and p. silver ball for the 
best ficidcr or. Ihc team. You know 
how those small towa rivalries are. 
There's nothing in the leagues that 
equals It 


It wag the last game of the season. 


An outfielder was tied with another 
player for the fielding honors when 
the ninth innning came around. 
There was a man on third and no- 
body down. The batter drove a long 
fly to the outfield and the player in 
question made a perfect throw to 
the plate. The catcher dropped tbe 
ball. 


Naturally the catcher got an er- 


ror, but when the official score camo 
out giving the outfielder the assist 


won the troobv for him that* 


was more discussion in that town 
than over the last election results. 


That, of course, is a commonly 


known scoring rule, but it look a 
long time for the fans to digest it 


In a certain American league oily, 


there arc two sporting editors, both 
of them life-long friends. One of 
them usually is official scorer out 
vear and the ether handles the pen- 
cil the nest Some five or six years 
ago when Ty Cobb was winning his 
early fame under the big lent, one 
of these men took a great fancy to 


the "Georgia Peach." It was said 
that he'd give Cobb a hit on a base 
on balls if lie could. The other had 
nothing against Cobb. but he always 
liked to lake the opposite in every 
argument started by- his chum. 
SCOStW THE 
JWUHLE STEAL. 


A double steal came up one day. 


The play was made on the man 
leading the steal while Cobb went 
to second without any trouble. The 
admirer of the 
Georgia 
Peach 


promptly scored a double steal, giv- 


each man a stolen base. Right 


there a terrible "holler" went up 
from the scorer's crony. He argued 
that as no play was wade on Cobb, 
the Georgian was in no danger of 
being put out and took no chance 
in making the base. Therefore, he 
said, only the runner on whom the 
play was made was entitled to a 
stolen base. Quo of those two men 
is dead, but until the day of his 
death he argued that point every 
afternoon in the press box and it 
never was settled. There now is a 
scoring rule that both men should 
get a stolen base on a double steal, 
but some of the best scorers to tho 
business, still refuse to give a stolen 
base except to the man on whom the 
play was made. 


Personally, the writer agrees with 


the latter view, because eight times 
out of ten tho man on whom no play 
is made knows that there will be 
none and is perfectly safe in at- 
tempting to steal. 


The scorer's life is not a merry 


one. As the public sees it, he has 
nothing to do but mark most obvi- 
ous hits and errors and he does not 
have to be so careful about it. That's 
true for Mr. Fan, but when you re- 
member that the 
scorer is not 


merely keeping the score of a ball 
gair.e, but is chalking up day by day 
tbe record of a player on which, 
oftentimes, that player's financial 
value is based, the business takes on 
a different aspect. 


The scoring instructions will tell 


you that When in doubt give the bat- 
ter the benefit and score it a hit 
Sounds simple enough, doesn't it? 


But let's take a player like Ty 


Cobb, for instance. Cobb is one of 
tho fastest men in tbe business get- 
ting down to first. Tyrus lays down 
a bunt. The third 
baseman, say, 


heaves wildly to first On Chief 
Myers, Cravath. Slauage, Sam Craw- 
ford, or others of the slow men on 
the paths, the scorer 
would not 


have to give it a second thought It 
would be a plain error and that 
would be the end of it. But in tho 
case of a man like Cobb, or Milan, 
or Bert Shotton, the question would 
cuter. "Could be have beaten it 
out?" If you think he could, you'd 
score it a hit and Mr. Fan in the 
morning would wonder why you did 
it. 


CONSIDERING THE 
PLAYER'S STILE. 


Some infiolders are bard workers.

It's a shame you can't score 


"bones." 
Mcrkle. for instance in 


that famous failure Jo touch second, 
ought to have had six errors against 
his name, but (hero was no way in 
the world to give them lo him. 


"Bones." loo, raise, questions in 


tho minds of tho fans. Not long 


ago, with a man on first antr second, 
the hit and run was on in a certain 
National league game. The ball 
went to the second baseman. He 
had an easy play at first, but the 
runner on his way to third wag al- 
most on the bag when the fielder 
fielded the ball. The second base- 
man heaved the ball over to third , 
and there was nothing to do but 
give the batter a hit when all hands 
were safe. It was not a legitimate 
hit. I £ anything, it should have been 
a fielder's choice. But the, ball was 
fielded cleanly, everybody was safe 
and because of the infielder's "bone" 
on trying to get the farthest runner 
when he bad no chance to do BO, tha 
batter crawled up a point in bis av- 
erage. 


One of the most unjust rules—* 


rule which went into effect a tew 
years ago is the giving of an error 
to a player muffing a foul ball eren 
though nobody advances and the 
.batter goes put immediately after- 
wards. The old rule used to be tb*t 
if a man advanced after the ball was 
muffed 
or if the batter "got on" 


afterwards, an error should be 
charged. The only argument In fa- 
vor of the present rule is thaftlia 
muff increases the work of the pltoh- 
er and a chance to retire a. batter 
has been foozled.

TABLE CLOTHS 


X 
selecting tablecloths it is 


more satisfactory to get the 
seventy-two inch, which gives 


. 
a generous fall of sixteen 


inches or so at the sides, -which dress- 
es a table better than toe narrower 
widths. 


Two and a half 
yards is a very 


good measure for general use, a very 
convenient size for a small company 
requiring an extra leaf. 


Three and one-half yards are re- 


quired for au extended table to drape 
over the ends and correspond with 
the sides. 


In hemming 
tablecloths a double 


hemstitch abovo an inch and a half 
wide heiu makes a very fine finish. 


The ends must 
be cut 
by the 


thread to make the hem true. 


With napkins to correspond and fin- 


ished in the same way this makes a 
nice set, 


The care of table linen is of great 


importance if one would have 
tho 


table arrayed at its best. There must 
bo a pure white cloth without blem- 
ish or wrinkle, with satiny finish and 
with as few folds as possible. 


A very good way to wash napkins 


and tablecloths is to first pour slowly 
a stream of boiling water over any 
stains and then let thorn soak in a 
good suds made with white laundry 
soap for an hour, tben lightly rub out 
and just scald in clear soft water- 
rmso in a light bluing water, 
and 


during the whole process wring by 
hand, instead of by wringer, to avoid 
the wrinkles that are so hard to press 
out. Do not starch; stretch evenly 
and hang straight on the line to dry 
In ironing, tho linen must be evenly 
and well dampened. Fold the table- 
cloth from side to side just once and 
press from end to end on both sidos

So with war. If women of ail 


nations were to withdraw. their in- 
terest in carnage, and censuro rath- 
er than encourage the • men 
who 


went to war, there would be no war. 
The one strong foundation of con- 
flict between nations from the be- 
ginning of the world was protection 
of the home and family. Men left 
their teams idle in the fields and 
took up the rifle to protect their 
families. The.idea of the Woman's 
Peaco Party is to convince these

War Has Doomed Alcohol. 


An article published by the Philadel- 


phia North American and 
signed by 


Prof««eoc Ouglidmo Ferrero, the great 
lUlian historian, is a remarkable con- 
tribution to advanced thought on the 
liquor problem. It is Professor ITerre- 
ro's opinion thnt the revolt against al- 
cohol is "tho most important upheaval" 
of the war. Ho believe* that prohibition 
U now shown to bo "the remody BO long 
•ought for vainly," in fact, "the only 
w«y." ' 


Oaf of the most striking features of 


Ferrero's artUle is his assertion that 
tli* increased consumption of alcohol in 
modern times is the direct jesult of 
greater industrial and commercial effi- 
ciency, rather than a result of increased 
appetite. 


"The reason alcoholism has made such 


progms during thn last century is ab- 
solutely due to the great development of 
industry and commerce—to the era of 
quwitity," he says. "The twentieth cen- 
tury gave a great forward movement to 
the manufacture of intoxicating liquors, 
just as it did to the manufacture of ev- 
erything else that was useful in great 
quantity for man's needs or vices. The 
-wine, for centuries shut up in thn Medi- 
terranean, has invaded many lands across 
the ocean, 
The. manufacture 
of beer 


has grown out of all measure of pro- 
portion. Chemistry has found a thou- 
s»nd new processes to imitate alcohol, 
and many liquors of which only a few 
bottles were made in families a century 
ago arc now turned out by hundreds of 
gallons in gigantic factories." 
An Industry in Which Supply Regulates 


the Demand. 


"But after having manufactured so 


much intoxicating liquor tho industrial 
world h»B had to find tho mean? to make 
the people take it! 
Oh, these, liquors 


were not made because thn people arc 
thirsty and must drink—nor is the vice 
the cause and effect of the, continuously 
increasing business that has been done 
in wine, beer and liquors. No, in this 
business, as in all others, industry ha? 
taken the initiative to increase the pro- 
duction, and as it increased hy degree? 


it has found ways to persuade the people 
to consume it. 


"So, we sec that if we accord the en- 


tire liberty to industries that depend on 
Bacchus that we give to others, intem- 
perance will reign in the world and there 
is nothing done against it.

object on the ground to license it 
by forgiveness Is but to encourage 
the wantoness of young girls who 
. are afflicted with, a mixture of hys- 


lerla and hero worship. 


The Duchess of Marlborougb. and 


sther prominent English women are 
Dffering their services in an effort 
to provide for the war babies and 
hundreds 
of relief 
organizations 


through ^.the country have promised 
aid to the mothers of the war ba- 
ttes. 


What is England to do with its 


"War Babies?" Are thoy to become 


1 wards of the government and their 


mothers forgiven for their unmar- 
ried state? Or are these children to 
be brought up in ignominy and their 
mothers subjected to disgrace? 


This is a serious sociological ques- 


; 
tion facing 
England 
today. De- 
! ,r jired by some far more serious 


-'than the question of drink which re- 
cently caused the king and members 


• s'vAls cabinet to order alcoholic 


drinks barred from their home to 
impress on others of the nation the 
importance of temperance in 
the 


present crisis. 


Ronald McNeill, in a recent ad- 


dress before Parliament declared 
that in one borough alone 2,000 ba- 
bies were to be born, the offspring 
of men who had gone to the front, 
perhaps never to return, and un- 
married girls who in a spirit of 
patriotism bad given their, illicit 
love to the heroes about to depart 
for battle. 


He suggested that the state and 


church forgive these girls, that the 
fathers in the trenches acknowledge 
their offspring and iliat marriage be 
performed by proxy.

Parliament argued that it was from 
the fact that the girl-mothers are 
proud of their "War Babies" and of 
the fathers whose names the gov- 
ernment did not know and

of battle. 


The 
Duchess of Marlborough, 


Lady Gwcndolin Cecil, many other 
prominent women and the masses 
have taken up a nation-wide discus- 
sion of the "War Baby" question. 


That the problem is a tremendous 


one to solve is indicated by an offi- 
cial report that 20,000 war babies 
are expected in June. 


"Forgive the mothers but 
don't 


condone their offense," is being said 
by thousands of people in England. 
"Let tho expectant mothers marry 
by proxy the fathers of their chil- 
dren. Let a general edict of for- 
giveness be issued from, the pulpits 
throughout the country at a speci- 
fied time to automatically remove 
the stigma from mothers of these 
infants," Ronald McNeill .told Par- 
liament 
"The war has caused a 


great upheaval, for soldiers have 
been billeted in parts of the coun- 
try where soldiers never were seen 
before. It is a psychological up- 
heaval. No one should think for an 
instant, though, that we are lower- 
ing our standards of morality by 
forgiving the unfortunate mothers." 


The Bishop of Oxford in reply to 


McNeill's suggestion 
recently de- 


clared: "There is a very widespread 
laxity shown in these matters. I 
do not doubt in the least that of 
two vices, intemperance and 
im- 


morality, the latter is working in- 
comparably greater havoc. There is 
also an extraordinary and 
almost 


universal laxity with regard to the 
sanctity of the marriage vow." 


Others objected to MoNcill s plan 


on the ground that the fathers were 
not known to the girls, that many 
of them were dead and others were 
married men so thai, it would bo 
impracticable to have marriages by 
proxy. 
The controversy on the subject of 


the babies has been made more, se- 
vere in that the government is blam- 
ing tho newspapers for calling at- 
tention to the fact of the large 
number of such babies expected and 
the press has censured the govern- 
ment for allowing the soldiers to 
take advantsge of young and fool- 
ish girls, fired to recklessness by 
sotrm psychological hysteria. 
ATTITUDE OF 
THE PRESS. 


The attitude of the press is: "The 


most distressing fact in connection 
•with the problem is the large pro- 
portion of the cases in -which the 
law as to age of consent bas been 
outraged. It Js important to know 
•what warnings were issued by the 
War Office on this subject which 
would glre some guide as to how 
far fathers were to be held liable 
to proTittaa* at the tar essential to 


h'undreds of them to seek out the 
soldiers' camps.

To them this wantcmess seems to 


bo a form of hysteria mixed with 
hero worship. At such a time as 
the nation is living at a point oE 
high tension it docs not seem im- 
probable that thcro should be an 
outbreak In this peculiar direction. 
Thoy realize at such a time 
the 


sight of a man in uniform might 
have a wonderful effect on tho im- 
agination of young girls at that pe- 
culiar period in their development 
between 16 and 18 years old, when 
they are growing into womanhood. 


The fact that the majority of 


these girls are of the middle class 
also has some bearing on the ques- 
tion, students say. 
Not that their 


morals may be rnoro lax. but en- 
vironment and a certain lack of ed- 
.'.•rition leaves the mind in a more 
•'avorable mood for such hero wor- 
ship that in girls of better environ- 
ment and education, who are taught 
rather to look down upon soldiers 
than to elevate them ou a pedestal 
of heroism. 


While this problem is grave in 


England, France and Germany also 
will havo to combat it. Such a prac- 


compuisory military service cannot 
wed. • 


Men about to enter service, how- 


ever, pledged themselves to the girl 
they loved nnd promised to marry . 
her at the end of their term. This 
form of marriage by future promise 
has been looked on without com- 
ment by the people of the 
nation 


and without disgrace to the woman. 
If a child is born it becomes a ward 
of tho government in as much as 
the mother receives a pension for 
its upkeep while the promised hus- 
band Is serving his nation. When 
his time is up, the government sees 
that his promise is 
fulfilled 
and 


after the ceremony the two go to 
Ilvo together with as much honor 
as if they had been married before 
his enlistment 
Indeed, the child is 


looked on with no disfavor and there 
is no stigma upon it such as will be 
placed on the mothers of the Eng- 
lish babies. 


While these babies are being 


looked on with scorn through the 
nation, their birth solves one of the 
most serious problems that will 
confront all the nations 
at war 


when the great European war endl. 
With hundreds of men being killed 
in battle and more being taken from 
the ranks o£ the citizens to ha 
hurled against the enemy and theif 
lives sacrificed, the nations eventa- • 
ally must find themselves with a 
female population many times larg- 
er than the male. The problem ol 
repopulating the race then will bt> 
come a serious one. 


With the hundreds of war babies 


coming into existence the problem 
will be partly solved at le<ost; cer- 
tain English statesmen 
say. The 


babies born at present must form 
the backbone of the English nation 
when the war ends. They are the 
future statesmen and men of sci- 
ence and letters for at least a cer- 
tain futuro period 
In 
England's 


history. 


With the legitimate birth rate in 


England very low at present and 
with thousands of men going 
to 


their death. England must in a 
measure depend on its war babies, 
certain statesmen' declare.

Experts of the Department of Agri- 


culture have been studying the work of 
nsects In storm-felled pine in the 
South, especially the work of the 
borer known to lumbermen as the 
'sawyer." 
The results should be of 


immediate Interest to owners of tim- 
ber felled or damaged by storms In 
thn Southern States. 


It has been found that the sawyer 


begins work In the bark of felled trees 
very promptly, and that it reduces the 
v:.lue of the timber about one-third 
within two months, a reduction which 
represents many millions of dollars 
annually. 


This loss may be largely prevented 


by prompt action on the part of the 
timber owners. As soon as possible 
after a destructive storm an estimate 
should be made of the amount of 
felled timber that can be converted 
Into lumber before the sawyers begin 
to enter the wood. Trees that can not 
be worked up with little delay can be 
protected in either of two ways: 
(1) 


The bark may be removed from the 
trunks, or (2) the logs may be cut 
without removing the bark and placed 
in streams or ponds. 
The sawyers 


will do practically no damage to tim- 
ber from which the bark is removed 
within a month after their attack be- 
gins. In case of logs placed in water 
they will continue their work only In 
the parts which are not completely 


With 
the average fanner 
the! 


cheapest and most satisfactory way 
of. starting a dairy herd Is to select 
as foundation stock good grade cows 
and a pure bred bu'l of one of the 
strictly dairy breeds. The grading up 
will be most rapid when the pre- 
dominant blood In the grades cor- 
responds with the blood of the »Ire. 


A foundation of this kind, of course, 


does not produce stock that can be 
registered, but by continuing the use 
of good, pure-bred bulls of the same 
blood, stock Is soon obtained which, 
so far as milk and butter production a« an Individual. 
are concerned, very closely approaches 
in value that of pure breeding. 


To start with a pure-bred herd Is 


practically beyond the means of the 
majority of farmers. 
Furthermore, 


there Is an objection to placing well- 
cared-for, 
pure-bred 
cows 
under 


average conditions as to feed, care and 
management, because under any such 
change the attainment of satisfactory 
results would be practically impos- 
sible. Where there Is a gradual In- 
fusion of pure blood, as In the case 
of grading up a herd with pure-bred 
glres, the now blood Is gradually ac- 
customed to tho change of environ- 
ment the herdsman Is given the 
necessary time to change his methods 
to meet the requirements of pure- 
bred cattle. 


Where the dairyman understands 


the management of pure-bred stock 
and has the'means with which to pur- 
chase the right kind, a pure-bred herd 
may be started to good advantage.

Ing with a pure-bred herd Is the lack 
of funds to procure the right sort of 
animals.

Is half the herd." 
Usually, however, 


the bull is more than half the herd, 
either for good or bad. In tho case 
of common or grade cows, for ex- 
ample, the pure-bred bull may count 
for three-quarters or more, of the 
herd by reason of his greater pre- 
potency. To BO great an extent does 
the bu'.; determine tho Improvement 
or deterioration of the herd as to call 
for the utmost caution in his selection. 


In tho case of a dairy bull, espec- 


ially a young bull, his chief value Is 
determined by tho performance of his 
ancestry. The points of greatest Im- 
portance to consider in his pedigree 
are the following: 
(1) 
The merit 


of his mother and his sire's mother; 
(2) 
The merit of the daughters ol 


his sire and grandsire: 
(3)The value 


of the daughters of his dam and his 


best advantage unless records are kept 
of the quantity and quality of milk 
from each cow for a whole lactation 
perHd. 


Where all of the cows In the foun- 


dation stock are grades, none of the 
calves, of course, can be registered. 
It is desirable, therefore, to add to 
tho herd from time to time, as means 
permit, some good pure-bred cown of 
Lhe same blood as the bulls that have 
been used. This has tho advantage 
of enabling the owner to dispose of his 
calves to better advantage. 


The purchase of cows, however, is 


always attended with the danger of 
introducing contagious diseases Into 
tho herd. For this reason, the pur- 
chasing of cows should be carried on 
In a limited way only. It is, of course, 
always in order to buy cows when 
the object Is to add to the herd purc- 


The pleasure and profit to be de- 


rived from a good vegetable garden is 
a privilege enjoyed to Its fullest extent 
only by those lerdlng a rural life: 
but, strange to say, the average farmer 
painfully fails to appreciate this rare 
privilege. In fact, in many cases he 
neglects this opportunity to such a 
pitiful extent that we are prone to 
think that he. more than any other 
person who pretends to have a garden 
at all, needs to be urged to have, and 
Informed how to make and maintain, 
a good vegetable garden. The farmer 
used to large areas of general farm 
crops feels that he is Stooping from 
his dignity or Is wasting his tlmo when 
he undertakes anything so small as he 
Imagines the vegetable garden to be; 
consequently, ho plows It. perhaps, 
and leaves the planting and tilling to 
the "women folks." 
As a matter of 


fact, there IB not on the farm a piece 
of land of the same area, the profit 
of -which approaches anywhere near 
to that of the vegetable garden. An 
authority on this subject cays: "From 
careful observation the statement can 
be safoly made that a well-kept garden 
will yield a return ten to fifteen times 
greater than would the samo area i: 


evoted to general farm crops."

A SERIOUS DISEASE. 


Infectious abortion among cattle has 


become one of the most serious prob- 
lems for cattle owners so far as In- 
fectious diseases are concerned. It is 
well entitled to rank in Importance 
with tuberculosis, hog cholera and 
Texas fever. Two new medical treat- 
ments have recently appeared, either 
one of which may possibly prove to be 
of very great importance. One ahor- 
tin, is used like tuberculin, aa a diag- 
nostic; and the other is a vaccine, 
which It is hoped will immunize heif- 
ers against the infection. There is not 
sufficient reliable Information avail- 
able as yet, upon which to justify any 
definite statement 
Breeders should 


keep these things in mind and watch 
for future development.

AGE OP HOBSE8. 


The age of a horee Is most easily 


determined by the cups in tho teeth. 
At four years, tho horse has his per- 
manent front teeth. At five, there are 
deep black cavities in the centers of all 
lower nippers. At six. these cavities 
disappear In the two center lower nip- 
pers. Two more lose their cavities for 
each year to Jhe eighth, and then tho 
Iwo center upper nippers loss their 
cavities, and each year two more, until 
at tho ago of ten the teeth are all 
smooth, or retain only a small black 
speck. After the age of ten the length 
of the teeth and tushes must be judged 
—even then the age can be determined 
only approximately.

All weak growth should be 


cut out and the balance well cut back 
The flowers of almost all roses being 
borne on the new wood, the bushes 
should be cut back half or more of 
their growth. 


In the majority of cases, roses on 


their own roots -will prove more satis- 
factory than budded stock. On own- 
rooted stock, tho suckers or shoots 
from below the surface of the noil 
will be of the Fame kind, whereas with 
budded roues there is danger of the 
stock starting Into growth and, not 
jelng discovered, outgrowing the bud, 
taking possession, and finally killing 
out tho weaker growth. Still, if the 
plants are set deep enough to pre- 
vent adventitious buds o£ the stock 
from starting, there is no question 
that finer roses may be grown than 
from plants on their own roots. 


In setting out the rooted bushes, do 


not crowd the roots into a small space, 
bat have tho roots well spread out 
and the ground well firmed around 
them.
